GENERAL TICKET AGENTS. 



Convention of General Ticket Agents of the various Rail- 
road lines between Boston, New York and Philadelphia, and Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago, and the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, held at 
Pittsburgh, March 13, 1855, for the purpose of agreeing upon a 
uniform system of adjusting all matters connected with ''through 
ticketing.'' 

The Convention was called to order by John Fleming, of the 
Ohio and Pennsylvania Railroad ; and, on motion of Mr. Fleming, 
P. W. Strader, of Little Miami and Columbus and Xenia Railroad, 
was called to the Chair, and William R. Barr, of Buffalo & Erie 
Railroad, and George R. Weed of the Western Vermont Railroad, 
were appointed Secretaries. 

On motion of W. A. Burnett : 

That an invitation be extended to all Ticket Agents other than General Ticket 
Agents, to participate in the deliberations of this meeting. 

On motion of William A. Burnett : 

Resolved J That the Secretary enroll the names of representatives to the Con- 
vention.

Second Session, March 14, 1855. 

P. W. Strader in the Chair. 

On motion, the Secretary was directed to read the minutes of the 
last meeting. 

On motion, the Secretary enrolled the names of the following 
gentlemen as members of the Convention :

On motion, 

Resolved, That a Committee be appointed to present a copy of the proceedings 
of the meeting to the General Convention, for an expression of their opinion. 

The Chair appointed the following gentlemen as such Committee :

On motion, 

Resolved, That each coupon shall have the number of seats that the coupon is 
good for printed thereon. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That the practice of redeeming tickets by Railroad Companies from 
other than those over whose roads they have been sold, is an evil, and works an 
injury, not only to such Companies, but leads to fraud and imposition upon pass- 
engers ; and Companies represented here pledge themselves not to redeem any 
ticket except from the purchaser thereof, and earnestly recommend the same course 
to all connecting roads not represented. 

On motion, 

Resolved, That the meeting organize into a permanent association, to be known 
as the General Ticket Agents' Association ; and that it shall meet at such times as 
will best facilitate the mutual interest of the several lines. 

On motion. 

Resolved J That when this Convention close its present session, it adjourns to 
meet at the International Hotel, Niagara Falls, July 17, 1855. 

On motion. 

Resolved, That when fares are changed by any line or road, fifteen days notice 
shall be given to each road interested ; and the General Ticket Agents shall agree 
upon the proportion which each road shall receive, and a printed circular shall 
be sent to each road, having the proportion of each road therein. 

On motion. 

Resolved^ That the Clerk or Agent of the several lines here represented, shall 
forward to all connecting lines a copy of their present time-table, showing dis- 
tances, and that the same shall be done whenever any change whatsoever shall be 
made. 



On motion, 

Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to draft a Constitution and 
By-Laws for this General Ticket Agents' Association, and be prepared to report 
the same on the first day of the meeting to be holden at the International Hotel, a^ 
Niagara Falls, on the 17th day of July, next. 

The Chair appointed Mr. H. D. Doane, H. Barnes, and Wm. 
A. Burnett such Committee. 

Mr. Doane declining to act, on motion, P. W. S trader was ap- 
pointed on said Committee. 

On motion. 

Resolved, That the proceedings of this Conyention be published, and that the 
Secretary be instructed to confer with the Secretary of the General Convention, 
and request that^hese proceedings be published under the same cover with theirs. 
If not consented to, that he procure the printing, in separate pamphlets, and pro- 
cure 500 copies. 

On motion of Mr. Movius, 

Resolved, That Hamilton, C. W., on the 17th of July next, be the place of 
next meeting, instead of Niagara Falls.

PROCEEDINGS OF CONVENTION 

OF 

National General Ticket Agents' 

ASSOCIATION. 



At a Convention of the National General Ticket Agents' As- 
sociation, held at Baltimore, Feb. 21, 1856, W. A. Burnett, Esq., 
of the Rutland & Burlington Railroad, li^as appointed President, 
and Joseph Huddell, of the Philadelphia, Wilmington & Balti- 
more Railroad, Secretary. 

The Committee appointed at the Convention held at Pittsburgh, 
March 13, 1855, to draft a Constitution for this, the General Ticket 
Agents' Association, report the following- 

CONSTITUTION. 

This Association shall be known as the '* National General Ticket Agents' As- 
sociation," and shall meet semi-annually, each meeting to determine the time when, 
and place where, the next ensuing meeting shall be held. 

Article 1. The object of this Association shall be the discussion of all mat- 
ters relating to the Ticket Department, and an interchange of yiews in reference to 
accounts and their mode of settlement. 

Article 2. No one sliall be considered a member of this Association, unless 
he bear a certificate from the President or Superintendent of his respective Road 
or Steamboat Line, indorsing him as their General Ticket Agent, or entitled to act 
in that capacity. Any person so certified to at the time of his connection with the 
Association, shall be considered a member until he be superseded. 

Article 3. The officers of the Association shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, and Secretary, to be elected annually by ballot, at its first session, except the 
Secretary, who shall serye till his successor is appointed. 
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Article 4. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at each meeting 
of the Association ; to take the vote on all questions of debate ; to preserve order, 
and appoint all committees. 

Article 6. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to preside during the 
absence of the President. 

Article 6. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep correct minutes of 
the proceedings of each meeting, in a book provided for the purpose, and to pub- 
lish the same after each session of the Convention. He shall also notify each 
member, by circular, of the time and place of each meeting, and attend to all other 
duties pertaining to his office. 

Article 7. It shall be the duty of the President to appoint, at each meeting, 
two regular committees: one of three, on credentials, and one of five, to prepare 
business. 

Article 8. Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum to do business. 

Article 9. Any Ticket Seller or Traveling Agent in the employ of any Com- 
pany entitled to be represented, may attend the sessions of this Association, but 
«hall not be eligible to vote or take active part in its deliberations. 

Article 10. This Constitution can be changed only by an amendment, to be 
offered at any Convention, and adopted at the next Convention by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members then present. 

On motion, 

Resolvedj That the Constitution be adopted.

Agreeably to adjournment of the meeting held at Baltimore. 
Feb. 21st, the National General Ticket Agents* Association convened 
at No. 5 Tremont street, Boston, in the room of the New England 
Association of Railroad Superintendents. 

The Convention was called to order by the President, William A. 
Burnett, when, on motion. 

Resolved^ That in consequence of the absence of the Secretary, Mr. John 
McKeough be requested to act as Secretary pro tempore. 

On motion of B. F. Fifield, 

Resolved, That in consequence of the non-arrival of trains from the West, thus 
preventing the attendance of members of the Association, the Convention adjourn 
until to-morrow morning at 9 o'clock. 

Adjourned. 



April 17th, 1856. 
The Convention re-assembled at 9 o'clock A. M. 

On motion, 

Resolvedf That a Committee on Credentials be appointed. 
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The Chair nominated Lewis L. Houpt. of Pennsylvania Rail- 
road ; William R. Barr, of BuflFalo & Erie Railroad ; R. Stewart, 
of Cheshire Railroad.

The Chair appointed Messrs. John Corning and Amos C. War- 
ren as Tellers. When the votes were counted, the above gentlemen 
were elected. 

The President, B. F. Fifield, upon taking the chair, made some 
very appropriate and felicitous remarks, thanking the Convention 
for the honor conferred upon him, and promising zeal and impar- 
tiality in the discharge of his duties. 

The Chair nominated the following Business Committee : 
Messrs. Burnett, Kendrick, Myers, Ridgway, and Fremyre. 

Mr. Kendrick being subsequently excused from serving upon 
the Business Committee, Lewis L. Houpt was substituted. 

Reports of Committees being called for, the Committee aTj^Q\wV 
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ed at the meeting of General Ticket Agents held at the Mononga- 
hela House, Pittsburgh, March 14, 1855, submitted the following : 

REPORT 

Upon the practicahility of providing a check on the cash collections 

of Conductors, 

Your Committee is fully aware of the difficulties in the way of securing a 
proper return of cash collected in the cars, as all eflforts hitherto made to accom- 
plish that object have signally failed. 

It must be evident to all who are practically acquainted with the details of 
railroad business, that any system that will tend to compel passengers to purchase 
their tickets before entering the cars, must, of necessity, effect the object in view, by 
diminishing the cash receipts of conductors, by throwing the money more into the 
hands of the Station Agents, upon whom each road has a good check in the ticket 
Issued. 

Hence, two principal measures have been resorted to by Railway Companies to 
this end : 

First. To have public notice given, by large placards, and otherwise, that 
passengers will be charged five or ten cents extra in the cars, if they do not buy 
their tickets previously ; or, that a reduction of five or ten cents below the tariff 
rate will be made by the Agent at the Station to persons purchasing tickets. 

This plan is well enough as far as it goes, but can affect only those points 
where agents are stationed for the sale of tickets. There are, however, on every 
road, many places whose entire sales would scarcely more than pay an Agent's sal- 
ary, and, of course, the receipts from all such points must pass into the conductors' 
hands. 

Again, there are hundreds of people traveling who are not induced to procure 
their tickets before entering the cars, by the prospect of paying ten cents more 
than others. They prefer to run the risk of being skipped, even, if needs be, at 
the expense of an additional dime. 

Others are acquainted with the conductor, and do not buy a ticket, thinking, 
perhaps, that he will not charge them^ being good friends. Some, perhaps, are like 
the old man, of whom it was said he invariably took the hindermost seat in the 
train, so that he might have the use of his money as long as possible. All such 
persons (and their number may not be small) never would buy a ticket before- 
hand. 

These considerations prove that such a regulation is ineffectual to accomplish 
the object. The placard, or other notice, acts merely as a bugbear; and may do 
good in certain cases. 
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Second. The second method adopted to secure the purchase of tickets at the 
office, and by far the most eflfectual, when practicable, is that pursued upon the 
European roads, and also to some extent in this country, viz. : to fence up the train 
and admit to the cars only those who can show a ticket, as they pass through the 
door or gangway leading to the enclosure. 

This plan, though somewhat repugnant to the *» Young American " spirit, so 
widely prevalent in our land, and which cannot brook restraint, is really eflfectual 
when it can be put in practice; but the great additional expense of building sta- 
tion-houses in this way, and the fact that but comparatively few of the points on 
most roads are of sufficient importance to justify the outlay, must insure for this 
method a very limited application in a country so sparsely populated as our own. 

Besides, at points where the amount of travel is large, the rush made for the 
doors on the arrival of the cars, coupled with the fact that many of those seeking 
egress are ladies, and to whom a degree of deference (it may at such a time be 
mistaken gallantry) is invariably shown by our courteous conductors, must of ne- 
cessity interfere with the strict enforcement of the rule, to " Show your tickets as 
you pass out.*' 

Many come up to the door before they know they must show their tickets 
(which are "in the deep bosom of their * pockets ' buried") and are squeezed 
through before they can lay their hands on them; whilst those of the softer sex are 
generally permitted to pass uninterrupted, especially if they be blessed with a 
bright eye or rosy mouth — no uncommon occurrence now-a-days. 

These plans operate indirectly to accomplish the desired object, by diminish- 
ing the amount of money passing through the conductors' hands, and hence pro- 
portionately decreasing his ability to be dishonest. 

But your Committee does not wish to suggest that a conductor's honesty is to 
be measured by the large amount of money he returns to the Treasury, and that 
one whose cash collections are usually small, even though he runs alternately, and 
upon a corresponding train, must of a necessity be considered wanting in probity. 
It often happens that one conductor will make it his businesss, by personal exer- 
tion, to drive every one to the office to purchase a ticket, whilst another, busying 
himself with something else when the train stops, admits all promiscuously; of 
course, one is likely to have a larger amount of money received than the other, and 
yet both may do their duty equally well, and be equally honest. 

Several plans have been attempted by diflferent roads to provide a check upon 
conductors, among the principal of which are the following : 

First. To appoint two men upon each train, one to collect the fare or tickets 
from every individual in the train, and give his own check as an evidence of pay- 
ment; this collector to report and be responsible to the Treasurer; the conductor 
afterwards to go through and lift all these collector's checks, and return the same 
to the General Ticket Department. By a comparison, therefore, bftlvt^^xi \}BL<i"?i^ ^'^- 
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spective returns to the Treasurer and General Ticket Agent, it was thought a proper 
check could be effected. 

This plan has been attempted upon one of the first roads of the country, but 
was soon abandoned, under the belief that, if they were so disposed, two men could, 
by connivance, appropriate twice as much as one. Besides, the carrying out of 
such a system involves a great deal of complication, inasmuch as each collector 
must be supplied with a large number of checks, and of as many different kinds as 
there are different proportions arising from the various tickets. On some roads 
this number would be very considerable ; and the payment of an extra man as 
collector, at a high salary, it is believed, would not be justified by the saving of 
revenue. 

Second. The plan of sending an active, intelligent man, unknown to the con- 
ductor, to act as a spy upon his actions, and secretly to keep a record of the num- 
ber of passengers, the number in and out at each station, &c., was attempted on 
one of the roads of Illinois. Although, in that individual case, it was partially 
successful, yet your Committee would not recommend a system of espionage as a 
means of detecting fraud among men presumed to be honest, because it would be 
difficult to find a suitable man to make the experiment. And again, the conductor 
would not be likely to long remain in blissful ignorance of the fact that a pair of 
argus eyes were upon him ; and if innocent, or at all sensitive upon such points, 
he would naturally have many qualms about running said trains again ; and if a 
valuable officer, the remedy might prove worse than the disease. 

We almost despair, therefore, of being able to suggest any means of providing 
a suitable remedy for the evil in question, or of furnishing a check upon the cash 
collections of conductors. 

We would, however, propose the following, viz. : 

First. That Railroad Companies use every means in their power to secure the 
services of honest men as conductors, by appointing none but those who can give 
the best of references, and whose previous career has been marked by fidelity and 
uprightness ; and, 

Second. That conductors be paid a sufficient salary to afford them a compen- 
Sfition for services rendered, and put them, if possible, above temptation. 

It is a great mistake to give out offices of this kind to the lowest bidder (as it 
were), and so to depreciate the salary that a reliable man cannot afford to accept 
the post. 

Let the salary be fixed at a sum upon which a man can live honestly and 
comfortably, and not so low that the conductor need be tempted to steal in order to 
make both ends meet.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Convention re-assembled at 3 o*clock P. M. 

Mr. P. W, Osborne was admitted to membership. 

The Committee appointed at the morning session to prepare and 
arrange business for the Convention, reported, as proper subjects for 
discussion : 

First. The settlement of accounts, and some uniform method of paying bal- 
ances. 

Second, The subject of free tickets, within what limits they should be con- 
fined. 

Third. The propriety of runners to solicit travel and post bills. 

Fourth. Handbills and posters, who should be responsible for them, and how 
prepared and posted. 

FHfth. Extra baggage, how much should be allowed to each passenger, and at 
what rate of charge per 100 pounds. 

Sixth. Fares, the proper rate of charge for first class, second class and emi- 
grant passengers. 

Seventh, Coupon tickets, their form, conditions, and how long good.

The report was unanimously adopted, and the Convention pro- 
ceeded to consider the subjects in rotation. 

First, The settlement of accounts and mode of paying balances. 
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After considerable discussion, the following resolution, offered by 
the Secretary, was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That in view of the difficulties hitherto experienced in eflFecting 
monthly settlements, the road to whom the balance is due be authorized to draw 
for the amount as soon as the balance is ascertained by an interchange of reports ; 
provided, it does not conflict with any private arrangements between Companies. 

The second and third subjects, after being fi'eely considered, 
were laid upon the table, as their decision belonged rather to the 
Superintendents than to the General Ticket Agents. 

Fourth. Handbills and posters, their responsible signatures, &c. 

Much was said in regard to this matter, when the following res- 
olutions were submitted, and finally adopted : 

Resolved, That the General Ticket Agents, or those having charge of the 
preparation of bills, be requested to publish, in future, the truth, and nothing but 
the truth, and to avoid animadversion or invidious comparisons on their bills. 

Resolved, That any road is entitled to make known ,the facts in regard to its 
line, if shorter or run in quicker time than any other route to the same place ; but 
this shall be done without rivalry or slander. 

Fifth. Extra baggage, and its rate of charge. 

The following resolution on this subject, offered by P. K. Ran- 
dall, was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved^ That the Committee recommend the adoption of uniform rules as to 
the amount of baggage each first-cUss through passenger should be entitled to, 
and that 100 pounds be fixed upon as the standard, as far as practicable, and that 
extra baggage should be charged at the rate of 50 cents per 100 pounds for each 
100 miles carried, unless competition from water communication prevent this 
standard from being adhered to. 

The sixth subject was then taken up for consideration, and a 
motion made to refer it to a committee of three. This motion was 
finally superseded by a resolution to postpone the whole subject in- 
definitely. 

Seventh. Coupon tickets, form, conditions, &c. 

On this head the following resolution was offered : 

Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to report, at the next meet 
ing, upon the general plan of coupon ticketing, with the conditions of the same 
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the proper form of tickets, and any matters relating to the subject that may serve 
to simplify the system generally. 

This resolution was unanimously adopted ; and the Chair ap- 
pointed Messrs. Barr, Gary, and Myers to prepare the report. 

On motion, 

Resolvedj That the thanks of the Convention be given to the Association of 
New England Superintendents, for the use of their room during its session ; and 
that the Secretary be requested to present a copy of this resolution to the Secre- 
tary of said Association. 

On motion, 

Resolved^ That the thanks of this Convention are due to the gentlemen who 
have so faithfully officiated during the past year as President and Secretary of the 
Convention. 

There being no further business presented, the Convention ad- 
journed, to meet at St. Louis, Nov. 19, 18e56.

But his thirsty neighbor quickly 
To himself appropriates it, 
Takes a draft at sight, and failing, 
Brakes the bottle on the table ; 
And the gentleman retires 
From the active scene before him, 
Well assured, if money ain't tight 
Some one else is — that's the end on't. 
'Tis a broad gouge^ cries the victim — 
I'll he-switched if I believe that 
Such a draft is legal tender. 

Each ambitious bottle holder. 
As he sat thus round the table. 
Sought to pass a resolution 
That each one, to be admitted 
* To the cars or to the banquet. 
Must be made to ** Show his ticket." 
But it happened very often 
That the mover and the motion 
Both were laid beneath the table, 
Snoozing calmly there till morning. 

When they woke they found that real pain 
Had resulted from their champagne, 
And 'twas moved the next Convention

This was not a business meeting.

Next, in Baltimore we gathered, 
In the monumental city.

To secure a good attendance, 
We adjourned to meet in Boston, 
April 16th ; for 'twas told us 
That Bostonians were ** Some pumpkins,''' 
Growing quite spontaneously 
Wai/ down Eaaty amongst the granite. 

There we met beneath the shadows. 
Of old Bunker, once so famous, 
Hallowed still with sacred memories 
Of the glorious rebel chieftains — 
As the British soldiers called them — 
Revolutionary martyrs, 
Fighting for their country's freedom.. 

Reminiscences came rising 
Up on memory's panorama, 
Of the brave, the lion-hearted 
Men of other days ; of Warren^ 
Dead, yet living still, forever 
Shrined in every patriot bosom. 
Thousands fell on fields of battle 
Whilst the cannon's ceaseless thunder

First. The consideration of the following resolution, adopted at Cleveland, 
Sept. 17th, viz. : 

Resolved, That the subject of doing away with the present coupon ticket sys- 
tem, and adopting in its stead (if practicable) a card ticket system, be referred to 
the General Ticket Agents, to be acted upon at their meeting at St. Louis, Novem- 
ber 17th. 

Second. Uniformity of size, form and style of coupon ticket reports. 

Third. A system of checks on extra baggage collections. 

Fourth. An uniform system of settling ticket balances, provided it shall not 
interfere with arrangements now existing. 
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Fifth. The polio; of selling lickets oufside of the regular offices of aompanji. 

On motion, the report was unanimously accepted, and the Com- 
mittee discharged. 

On the first item of business thus reported, Mr. Marshall offered 
the following resolution, to wit :

The minutea oF its previous session being read, were adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Moviua, the report of the Committee on Gen- 
eral Agenciea was taken up for consideration, and, being read, 
amendments were made, and the report finally adopted as follows : 

Tha Committoe to whom was referred the reaolution in regnrd to " the maU 
effective and eaoDomical eysteiu of genersil agencies, tha proper method of adiei- 
tiBiag of route, and lie sale of i.hroagh tiekela," would nioat respectfully report; 

That Ihej have carefully considered the aubjoct, and although the reBoIution 
of the Convention ia not aa definite as the ComiDittee would wiah, (hey would ang- 
gBBt the system adopted by the different members of this Comrailtee, both in the 
EiaL and the West, 

1'hat, in the establishment of agencies for the sale of tiolietB, no nndue odtu- 
tage shall be taken, but routes coming in competition ahaO, through their OenenJ 
Agents, oonsult and agree upon Bome deHnlte rule of action, giving to each route 
the eame rates of fare, to be governed lij the rale I'lVi the shortest route, and the 
same oommissions or compensation shall be allowed to the agent or ^ents of each 

Also, in regard to the employment of outside agents or runners : each line 
shall he allowed an equal number (the fewer the better), who shall in no manaer 
misrepresent an opposing route, but at the snme time devote their attention lo tlie 
route for whioh they are employed, to their own individual credit and the repre- 
sentation of the routea they represent. 

In the general plan of advertising by rival routes, either through the daily 
journals ot the country, large posters, or small haadbilla for general dialribution, 
or cards, your Committee regret to say that in some portions of the country wheJi. 
from local causes or otherwise, competition beuumos much greater than it ahould 
be, they have observed that personalities are indulged in, and many things said 
and done that in themselves do no credit to the corporations or the parties repre- 
senting them, and at all events, do not in the least influence the intelligent portioe 
of the traveling public, which of itself should receive the attention of the CodtcD' 

Tonr Committee eannot too fully impress (his subject on the Confention ; 
while it may for a moment seem to gratify the public, or the personal popularity of 
some particular agent, it does not in the long run add any credit or reputation lo 
the piMticuUr route represented.

, knowing from porsonal obaervalion thai competing routes 
Qlin be auoceBsfully adTertiaed and repreaected in iJiis respect, would most respect- 
fully suggest that at all promineiit poiots on the great thoroughfares, each General 
Agent shall, before iaauing an; bill, poster or card, sulimit the same to bis oppo- 
nent far approval: and the said posters, cards and bills should coataiu nothing 
but the name, style and title of the route or line, time of departure and arriTil of 
trains at principal points, the number of trains, rates of fare, table of distances, 
and such other facta connected with the route as may be necessary for the infor- 
mation of the public. And this Convention, jointly Bud Beverallj, pledges its aid, 
iuQuence and exertion, to bring about this so much needed and desirable reforma- 
tioD, believing that the Directors of our respective companies, and also the travel- 
ing public, will fully sustain as in this effort to bring about a system of economy, 
Biding to establish fraternal relations amungat the former, and convey reliable in- 
formation to the latter. 

While a due regord to economy in the expenses of all leading tboroughfareB 
must suggest the above to all ila agents and representatives, jour Committee can- 
not too forcibly recommend to eaoli and every one intrusted with the important 
duties of the traffic in the passenger department, a harmonious and unifDrm uuder- 
etanding, and a consuitation in detail, in order to more fully carry out the letter and 
Intent of this suggestion, believing that it will be a source of profit to the share- 
holders we represent, and credit to the respective agents. 

Tbat your Committee du not feel justlHed in suggesting any plan fur the sole

In view of the great and increasing importance and complication of (he through 
ticket business, it becomes nccoasary that all roads should adopt a uniform system, 
simple and complete. That this can and must be done, is the opinion of your 
Committee, and, no doubt, of all the members of this Convention. But it is not 
sufficient that we merely acquiesce in this belief, but we are to coDBidec what, u &« 
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best plan to accomplish this object, for all have our views on the subject, and al- 
though differing somewhat, are designed to attain the same result. Some, no doubt, 
are preferable to others ; and it is the best that we want. Without presuming to be 
able to give such, yet, in accordance with the duty assigned us, we will endeavor 
to present a few suggestions, which it is hoped may be worthy the consideration of 
this Convention. 

First The size of coupons should be uniform, and larjge enough to admit of a 
stamp without obscuring the other matter contained in the ticket. 

Second. Each coupon of a through ticket should show : First, the name of the 
road over which it passes, either by initial or in full ; second, number of passengers, 
and class ; third, the local points between which it is designed to be used ; fourth, 
the official signature of the road issuing it ; fifth, the route, to be designated by nu- 
merical figures ; sixth, destination in full ; the last two to be placed in a position 
least liable to be torn off or destroyed. Here it will be observed that if the des- 
tination happens to be gone from a coupon, the number designating the route also 
designates the destination, thus affording double security in ascertaining this, so 
necessary to be known, in registering collections, &c. We also reconmiend that a 
chart of the tickets, with the number of forms, &c., be furnished by every road to 
the general ticket department of each road over which the tickets pass. 

Third. Tickets of the same denomination should be numbered consecutively. 
Some, who have already adopted this method, will be able to give the practical 
benefits arising from it better than we. Let us, however, suggest one or two : First, 
that being properly numbered and examined before sending out to agents, is pretty 
good evidence that no more are sent than intended ; and second, being sold only 
consecutively, by their numbers, the collections of the same afford a perfect check 
upon the agents selling them. If the tickets are printed without a stub or margin, 
the first coupon only need be numbered ; if with the stub, number that also. 

Fourth. Tickets should in no wise be mutilated or any part thereof detached, 
or to afford a destination different from that specified upon them ; and if to accom- 
modate a half passenger a whole ticket is altered, its value should be diminished, 
rather than increased. 

Fifth. The conditions of tickets, your Committee are not prepared to report 
upon satisfactorily. At the railroad convention held in Cleveland, Oct. 1st, ultimo, 
it was resolved, '* That all coupon tickets shall have printed upon their faces, * good 
only for 14 days from date,* when for 1,000 miles or under, and twenty days when 
over 1,000 miles." Now, to make this condition practical — if indeed the use of 
tickets can be so limited — it will, of course, be necessary : First, that they all be 
distinctly dated ; second, that all roads abide by it. 

It is customary now to stamp upon tickets the date of sale, but occasionally it 
is omitted, and often becomes illegible ; in such cases this condition would be of no

for cheeking reports of sales ; hut eKperieooe goes to show ths.1 with foreign tickets, if 
the sales ore of anj mttgnilude, it ia seldom aceomplished. This is not, however, 
introduced as an argument against stamping or dating tickets ; oa the contrary, it 
shows the greater neoessity for not oidy dating hut executing " the 14 and 20 dayi' 
condition," when we should attain the grand desideratum, at least more nearly than 
in any other way. 

The object in view in limiting the use of tickets, we soppose to he to prevent 
ouiaide speculations, or buying them up at reduced fares, and balding them till such 
time as the fares are increased. This might be prevented by making fares uniform 
tlie year round. Anotliet more serious mode of speculating in tickets, is in de- 
taching the coupons and selling each nt local fiires. This last operation, it is pro- 
posed, by a TOBolutiDn of the CleTelaad Convenfion referring it to this one, to 
obviate, by adopting a form of coupon or card ticket, one part of which beooming 
detached from the principal ticket, la rendered worthless — ^and the matter, nn donht, 
will be presented in various forms for the consideration of the Convention. It is 
proposed that one year he the limit for issuing n particular set of ticketa, and that 
each year new sete be issued, with such change as will make them entirely distinnt 
from those of any previous year ; this can bo done by having the year printed npon 
the ihoe of each coupon, and then if tlie stamp happened (a bo omitted, it would be 
readily known lo what year's account the ticket belonged. Keports to foreign roods 
should show the number of the form, the destination, and through fiire, as well aa 
the proportion and amount for that road.

The Convention re-assembled at 3 o'clock P.M. 

The Committee appointed at the previous session to prepare a 
communication to the Convention of Superintendents, submitted the 
following letter : 

Messrs. Homer Ramsdell, Erastus Coming ^ Samuel Sloan, A, Stone, Jr,, and J', W, 

Brooks : 

Gentlemen : In regard to the subject of doing away with the present compli- 
cated system of coupon tickets, which was referred by you to the General Ticket 
Agents* Convention, at St. Louis, that Convention, through the special Committee 
appointed for the purpose, beg to submit : 

That they have examined and discussed this subject in all its ramifications, and 
have earnestly labored to bring about some reform, or, at least, improvement, 
whereby a limit might be placed upon the too widely extended sale of coupon tickets, 
and at the same time secure the respective companies from fraud and imposition by 
designing men. 

The sentiments of this Convention, on this entire subject, are very fully em- 
bodied in the able report submitted to this Convention by Messrs. Cary and Myers, 
which is to be found in the printed report of our proceedings, to which we beg very 
respectfully to refer you. 

In brief, we consider that each road should have a distinct coupon of uniform 
size, and large enough to bear a responsible signature, and to be stamped conspicu- 
ously with the date. 

That each coupon should be explicit in itself, showing the place of sale, desti- 
nation, the road over which it passes ; good for one or one-half seat, as the case may 
be ; and, in fact, the ticket, as a whole, should be a guarantee to the passenger for the 
money paid, and assurance that he is thereby entitled to a passage to the point to 
which he has paid. 

We grant that some unnecessary latitude is given to the sale of coupon tickets, 
involving increased expense upon terminal roads in the preparation of said tickets, 
but we are of the opinion that the substitution of a single card ticket would not only 
not remove the evil, but would entail upon us difficulties both more numerous and 
serious than those now complained of. The great desideratum in the accounts of all 
railroad companies, is to be able to sum up the receipts monthly, as early as prac- 
ticable. This is done, in the majority of cases, approximately from the tickets 
collected ; and if each road had no opportunity to collect a coupon of the through 
ticket, they would be left entirely at the mercy of the party issuing said ticket to 



report ihe 8ame, This report might be delayed for & month, i 
coae oocaaion^y in practice, in which eient no account whatsoever of the earnings 
of the road could be Itept, except through detailed reports of conductora, compli- 
cnled in themselvea, aud iuTolving unnecesaar; labor, with but a, very UDBatiethctory 
result. In liev, therefore, of the t^t that railroad companies expect a detailed 
BccouDt of the earniiig of their respective lines oftener than onee a month, and as 
such a detailed statement could not be made if the card ticket were substituted for 
tlie present Goup<m ticket, therettire we consider the substitution, under existing 
circumstances, impracticable. 

The only serious objection uffored to the system of coupon tickets at present in 
vogue, seems to be that purchasers of through tickefa are sometimes in the habit of 
separating the coupons and selling each at local rates, thus realizing ih>m their sale 
fl profit yarjing from one-fourth to one-half cent per mile. 

For this evil we suggest two remedies ; 

f^ril. To have inserted upon each coupon a, clause to this effect, viz. : This 
coupon will be accepted only at local fere if detached by any other person than (he 
conductor. 

Stcond. To increase the through ralfl so much that the difference in i^rc be- 
tween it and the sum of the h>cal rales may he so triBing as not to pay an indi- 
vidual mean enough In attempt the sale of the partial coupons. And there is no 
reason in the world why through passengers should be carried so much lower than 
the local, when at leant two-thirds of the roveouo of each road ia derived Erum its 
local business. 

Either or both these plans would insure the companies against outside specula- 
tion, in r^iard to the limitation of time for which a ticket is good, we are unani- 
mous in the belief that a ticket is good for a trip at aoy time, and that a company 
would not be justified in refusing a lawful ticket, even at tlie expiration of a year 
after its issue. Because, it bus heen decided that, whatever a company has been 
accustomed to receive as a ticket, no matter however questionable its shape, ia a 
aertificale of passage, by which the company is bound, despite any limitation that 
nuty be upon it. 

Tfie purchaser of sucli a ticket is not presumed to know that ho is restricted in 
time; he has no opportunity, before buying it, of reading tho ticket; he may be a 
German, and cannot read English, and hence, we consider, is not a party to any con- 
tract limiting his trip to ten or more days. Hence, for all these, and other rea- 
sons, the Committee are of decided opinion that, however desirable the limitation of 
tickets, or the ourtailmeot of eipeoao may be, it ia, at present, impracticable under 
the arrangements that now exist throughout the United Statos. 
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On motion, it was unanimously 

Resolved f That the report be adopted as the expression of this Convention, and 
the Committee discharged. 

On motion of Mr. Noble. 

Resolved, That when this Convention adjourns, it adjourn to meet at New York, 
on the third Wednesday in April next.

Sir : At the Convention of Presidents and Superintendents of the Western 
Railroads now in session in this city, the fixing of through passenger fares for the 
winter business was referred to the General Ticket Agents, and as their guide or 
basis for computing the same, the following, 6th resolution, was adopted : 

Resolved, That the rates of passenger fare on competing lines, to all points, 
shall be uniform, and shall be fixed by the shortest lines between such competing 
points, which rates shall not be changed unless on ten (10) days previous notice 
in writing. 

That such rates shall not be less than two and a-half (2}) cents per mile per 
passenger : Provided, That no line be required to bring the through fare above the 
sum of the local fares of the several roads composing the shortest line, and baggage 
may be checked between the termini of their Western connections on the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers. Eighty pounds of baggage shall be allowed to each first class pas- 
senger. All extra baggage shall be charged double first class freight rates. It shall 
be collected as far as the baggage is checked, a manifest sent with it, and the pro- 
portions reported to the several roads, and paid in ticket balances. Emigrant bag- 
gage shall be charged such rates as the General Freight Agents of connecting lines 
may determine. 

Owing to the absence of the proper representatives of some of 

the most important roads, it was impossible to fix the rates at this 

time, and the Committee of General Ticket Agents adjourned, to 

meet at Chicago, at 9 o'clock Wednesday morning, October 2l8t, 

1857, which is the time appointed for the regular meeting of the 

Association, then and there to make up these rates, and proportions 

on same. You are therefore respectfully and earnestly solicited to 

be present.

Mr. Movius thought it impraetieahle. It was folly to pass any 
resolution that would he binding upon some roads and not upon 
others. The Eastern roads were not generally represented here ; and 
he was in favor of making Buffalo or Suspension Bridge the starting 
point on such a resolution. His only objection was, that it was not 
likely to prove practicable. 

Mr. Houpt thought this subject had been too much ignored here- 
tofore, and should be met. 

Mr. MovioB offered the following amendment, to follow the reso- 
lution : 

" ProfiHfd. That any oompaay reftiBing to bo collect for. and report eitra bag- 
gage (0 uonnecting lines, be rerjuested not to cheolt eiira ba^i^e beyond Ibe Icrmi- 
nuB of tbeir own line ; and tbe check placed upon aucb baggage ghaU have some dis- 
tinctive mark &om the urdiuary oheck used by said E^otupRiiy." 

Raoh-ed, That the charge for estra baggage be 10 per cent, of first cla-^s paasen- 
ger rales per 100 Ibe. 

The second resolution was taken up. 

Mr. Parsons, from the Lake Shore Road, spoke in iavor of sell- 
ing second class rates we.stward. It was necessary to have them. 

Mr. Movius was decidedly opposed to selling second class tickets 
during the winter season, when there was po propeller trade to com- 
pete with. The emigrants took freight trains ; and there was no 
reason why the companies should not take what advantage of the 
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winter's trade they could. He moved that the resolution lie on the 
table. It was finally laid over for further consideration. 

Final action on the third resolution was also postponed. 

The fourth resolution, after considerable discussion, was lost. 

Resolutions five and six were passed. 

The resolution regarding the appointment of a Committee on sub- 
division of fares was passed, but the number of the Committee was 
left blank until next day. 

Mr. Movius offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That W. R. Barr, Thomas Frazer, J. M. Kimball, P. W. Strader, L. L. 
Houpt. F. R. Myers, H. C. Marshall, Chas. E. Follett, G. M. Wheeler, H. Parrott.

The Committee appointed to prepare busiiiesa for this Convention, reconimetid 
the following ileme as neceasary to engage ila attention : 

Firsl. Tiittt a Comtniltee of five be appointed to prepare a new Conatilutioi 
and By laws for the government of the Convention ; said Coniiiiil 
^i-annual tiieeling. 
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Second. That in view of the destruction of our records by fire, we recommend 
that the Convention be a Committee of the Whole, to collect any copy of the pro 
ceedings of our former meetings that may be accessible, and forward the same, as 
early as convenient, to the Chairman of the previous Committee, to be by him tran- 
scribed in a permanent book for the future use of the Convention. 

We further recommend that, in recording these proceedings, due regard be had 
to the proper collation of resolutions and motions that have a bearing upon the opera- 
tion of our Convention, so that such resolutions as have the force of by-laws may be 
placed together for the use of this body, instead of being scattered promiscuously 
through the book. 

Third. That a Committee be appointed to revise passenger rates, and report as 
soon as practicable to this Convention 

Fourth. We find that a Committee was appointed, at our last Convention, to 
consult with the agents and proprietors of Castle Garden, and the Presidents of 
Eastern lines, with a view to an increase of emigrant rates, and proper division of 
business. Their report is now due. 

Fifth. A Committee was appointed to report upon a system of percentages in 
the divisions of rates. This Committee is ready to report. 

Sixth. In view of the variety of tickets now designed for military transporta- 
tion for government purposes, and the confusion that is entailed upon the various 
Companies engaged in this business, by the acceptance of tickets without any gen- 
eral understanding on the subject with the government, we recommend that a Com- 
mittee of be appointed to consult with the General Superintendent of Govern- 
ment Railways and Telegraphs, to arrange some system of ticketing returned vol- 
unteers and others, and to provide a mode of settlement. 

We further recommend, as a suggestion to said Committee, if appointed, that 
the roads engaged in the transportation of troops shall return these men to their 
destination, provided said destination can be reached by rail or regular steamboat 
line, or by stage line superseding lake or river navigation ; such service to be paid 
for at the following rates, to-wit : Two cents per mile, if transportation be by rail ; 
two and one-fourth cents per mile for steamboat transportation, including meals ; 
four cents per mile when troops are conveyed by stage.

Having examined (he matter tlioroughlj, wb heg to submit Ihe following points, 
aa the result of onr deliherationa upon tliis subject: 

Fint. The subdivision of rates amongst so many roads as now comprise our 
railroad ajatem. bui become exceedingly laborious, and the labor is increasing everj 
year. Any plan, therefore, that ttiay tend to simplify or lessen the work, should be 
deemed a matter of sullicient importance to engage the attention of the whole Con- 
Hitherto, the tabor of subdivision hasfltllen on a very few, who, ttom the greater 
interest felt, or from the misfortune of tbeir portion in oocupying ground subject to 
xtroDg competition of rival lines, have hiul to spend weeks — at least, twice a year — 
in making apportionment of rates which are to be of general benefit. 

The work thus performed, na well as the piiblioation of books of proportion, 
has been done without remunerBtioH, and without a proper appreciation of the service 
rendered, although the labor and expense of printing has been very great. 

Second, tlany roads, occupying independent ground, take no interest in the 
subdivision of rales, because, having no competition in their through business, they 
are able to mainlnin their local rates, year after year, without change. 

Third, There is a great diversity, fJio, between the rates per mile charged upon 
different roads, leading to a want of nniformity, and requiring specific rates in each 
individual case, for which special provision must be made in every proportion meW 
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onlmary divisioi 

f^ril, Suah a table of percentnges would not be uSbcted b; change of rales, 
and bonoe, 

Sfcoiiil, II would rtToid Ihe repcl.iiion of llie labor tn be performed under the 
present sjBtani, wliene»pr euch chaiigea occur. 

Thirf/. The prcpnralion of such a table of percentages would reliBve thoBs 
who Lave Litherto borne all llie expense of jiublishlng books of proportion;, and 
thuB Bare to them hundreds of dollars everj year.

At the lale Convention, held on the 'id inst., in Detroit, n Committee was 
appointod lo conftr with the Superintendent of Oovernraent Railways and Tele- 
graphs, ID order lo arrange some belter systeto for ticketing returned volnnleers 
nud otliers, and to provide a mode of settlement. 

We beg to slate that, in obedience to our instructions, the Committee visited 
Washington, and found considerable difficulty in asoertaining the proper parlies to 
be consulted. 

We disdovered that the transportation for the recruiting service, ttnd the 
oocounts pertaining to it, are under the control of the Ac^utaat Qeneral's Depart- 
ment, and are kept entirely distinct from the general transportation sorviae, which 
belongs t<i the Quai-levnioster's Department: so that the railroad companies most 
took to both for the setilement of their respective claims. 

In oi'der to facilitate our errand, the Committee prepared the following state- 
ment, in writing, whioli we submitted both to the Assistant Adjutattt Qeneral and 
Quartermaster General, It is sa follows; 

The undersigned have been appointed a Conimittee, on belialf of all the rail- 
road companies engaged in the transportation of (roopa for government 

•r arrangement than at present eiiats fur the convejimit n't »&i. 
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troops, and to efifect a settlement on a proper basis. We therefore desire to present 
the following points as expressive of the views of the organization we represent : 

First. The necessity of adopting one uniform blank requisition and certificate 
of service in each department, which shall be good only in one direction ; and 
that the requisition for transportation be made upon the agent, at any designated 
point, and not upon conductors, as contemplated. 

Second. That said requisition shall state expressly to what department of ser- 
vice it belongs ; whether to the Quartermaster's or Adjutant General* s department, 
and to whom or to what office railroad companies shall look for payment of trans- 
portation. 

Third, That the heads of each department be requested to furnish each road 
an official list of all persons entitled to order transportation in their respective 
departments. 

Fourth, The necessity of some arrangement by which payment of claims for 
transportation shall be made (upon properly authenticated vouchers) at one or 
more places in each State, so as to avoid the trouble, delay and expense attending 
the collections of these claims at Washington. 

Fifth. The agent of the railroad companies furnishing transportion shall cer- 
tify to the number of men carried, or service rendered upon government requisi- 
tion, which certificate, upon the requisition, shall constitute a valid claim for pay- 
ment. 

Sixth. That the rate of charge be fixed by the shorte&t route between points ; 
and that longer lines be permitted to furnish transportation at the same through 
rate — the rate to be as follows : Two cents per mile, if transportation be by rail ; 
two and one-half cents per mile for steamboat transportation, including meals ; 
four cents per mile, when troops are conveyed by stage.

and that only about 16 96-100 per cent, were destined to points common to the 
three trunk lines, from which the expenses of the Castle Garden Agency must be 
mainly defrayed. We therefore argue that the proposed twenty per cent, com- 
mission is quite little enough, when we consider the rental, number of employes 
required, and amount of labor to be performed i.n handling the baggage, and 
otherwise disposing of so large a number of passengers, from whom no revenue 
whatever is derived. 

We believe that a higher rate than that proposed will, to a great extent, check 
emigration, or at least destroy its vitality, and we have to suggest that all Western 
lines, particularly those leading West from Chicago and Milwaukee, be urged to 
abandon the practice of exacting arbitrary rates on this class of business (in some 
instances being first class rates, or three cents per mile), and invited to join the 
trunk lines in carrying out the plans here submitted, with the assurance that the 
business shall be fairly and equitable divided between all competing lines. 

It must be clear to all that there is not a road west of Pittsburgh or BufWo 
that does not need this class of travel uiore than those in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, and that cannot afford to carry it as cheaply. In proof of this, there are 
now agents of perhaps a dozen different roads at work in this port to obtain 
laborers, being willing to pay their fare, and even offering an additional bonus to 
secure them. In one case, lately, two hundred laborers were contracted for in 
Europe at $100 each, to work on a road in Illinois, and yet these very roads, or 
some of them, demand an arbitrary rate of from two to three cents per mile on 
those sent them without cost or trouble. Besides, Western lines have allowed their 
own agents to make special contracts (as in the case of the Mormons), at scarcely 
more than one-half the current rates at Castle Garden, which is not only gross 
injustice to the lines doing business in New York, but subversive of all principle 
and permanency. 

Should the plan we have thus submitted meet your approbation, and be gen- 
erally adopted, the Commissioners of Emigration have kindly offered to procure 
from the Department of State, at Washington, instructions to our Foreign Consuls 
indorsing the organization and agency, which will, no doubt, give us a much greater 
control of the entire emigration than we now have.

taken up and settled for by the govemment. 

While answering these questions, I would add thai it has been a general mlft 
from motiTBs of patriotism on the part of railroad companies, to grant transport*- 
tion, at military rates, to private soldiers going or returning on furlnugb, or retim- 
ing to their homes, being discharged from service. Some railroads have extended 
Ibis rule to officers and other men ; but when so done, it is entirely voluntary, lii 
not obligatory on the railroads.

Dbsh Sib — In reply to year commumcation of August Hth, and tbe resolii- 
liona respecting liability of railroad companies fur baj^oge, etc., therein referred 
passed at a meeting of the General Ticliet Agents, on March 14lh, 1SG6, I 
ii»ve to reply : 

Firet. That in Pennsylvania we hare no express slatute laws on the subject. 

Second. The law wbicli controls it is such as the Supreme Court of this State 
haa from time to time established in deciding cases wherein tbe rights, duties and 
liabilities of common carriers have orison. The leading case in Pennsylvania on 
Ods subject is lliat of Camden & Amboy Railroad Company va. Baldauf, 4lh Harris, 
67 : and oa the law therein expressed is fiilly recognized in most of the States of 
the Dmon, and affirmed by the Supreme Court of the United Slates, I therefore 
oopy the opinion of the court in full for your information: 



■' The gcuiml rule, ancarding la (tie well-eeltled principle! of the oomoioa law, 
is ihftt s comniDQ carrier is nn insurer against eTcrylhing but the act of Qod or the 
public enemy. In PenosylTBnia, howeyer, it is ruled, not without greit reluctance, 
■hat this commDn Uw reaponaibililj may be litniled or abridged by tbe special 
terms of the acceptance of the gcixls. It is decided, it may be limited by a general 
notice lliat the bi^gnge of the pas^nger is at the risk of the owner, provided the 
terms of the notice are clear and explicit, not liable to the charge of ambiguity or 
doubl ; and provided fiirlhcr. which is indispeiiEable, the notice ia brought Lome to 
the emplojer. These principles aie dislincllj recognized in Beekman fi. Shouse, 
5Bawle. ISO; ia Bingham >'<r. Rogers, G W. and Ser., 500; and Lwng m. Calder, 8 
Barr. 484. On the lioket giieDlo (he plaintiff, as is found by tbe speaial verdict, 
notice is giren that all baggage ia at the risk of the owner, the proprietors binding 
Ihemselree to no charge or care of the aame whatever, either expresaed or implied. 
It is truly said bj BiuroaffA, J., ia Doff ci. Budd, 3 B. and B., ITT, that carriera 
are eoasttuitly endearoriDg to narrow llieir rcspousibililj, and to creep out nf Iheir 
duties, and Iha! he is not singular in thinking llial their endeavors ought nol to be 
fOvortd. Of Ihe soundness of this remark, this case affords a striking exniuple. 
The company nol only declare thai ihebnggnge is lo be at the risk of the passenger, 
but they attempt to discharge themselves from all charge or care of it whatever. 
The proprieiors »j they bind iLemselve} to no charge or cure of ihe same what- 
ever, either expressed or implied. There is a plain endeavor lo shirk all responsi- 
hility whatever, oven to the misconduct of their own agenis, and lo avoid the duty 
which ihe law casts npon them, lo provide places for ibe safe cusloily of ihe goods, 
and pontons whose bu^ness it is to lake charge of such arlicles as are couuuilled to 
Iheir care. They underlakc to carry for hire, and, by the very nature of their 
employment, to beslovr. for the pre^erval iun of Ihe goods, at least the ordiuai-y care 
of ihe iMulee for hire. Ftvm this duty. I have no hesitation in saying, they cannot 
diaoharge themselves, even by a special agreement with the owner. Such a stipu- 
laliou would be void, being against ihe policy of ihe law. There is no principle in 
ihe law betier settled than that whatever has an obvious tendency to encourage 
guilty n^ligence, fraud or crime, is conlrary lo public policy. Such, in the very 
nature of thing)-, would be the coosequcuee of allowing the common carrier to 
throw -iS the obligihlion, which ihc law imposes upon him, of taking at least ordi- 
tiary eare of tbe baggage or other goods of a passenger. I'nder such a regiilalion, 
no man's property would be safe (Cole rt. ti\MHlwin, 19 Wend.. 251). Tbe ipedal 
venlict (in<ls tbal the trunk containing ihe ^Iver coins (five-franc pieces) and certain 
articles of wearing ap|«rcl, was delivered lo the (ondnctoror other agent of defend- 
ants, on board of the boal ; that the extra weight of plaintiff's baggage, including 
Ihe Imnk. was paid for, and Ihe agents took charge of it ; that the trunk was lost, 
and not delivered to tbe plaiutifT on bis arrival at rhiladelphia, the place of desti- 
nation, or al al any lime thervafter. The vetdtct omits lo find when it wb)< lost, or 
how it was lost. As we are witboni prouf on ihia pinul. Ihe legal inference is, it 
was losi or mialaid in conseiiueuce '•f the negligence, or it auy be fnud. of Ihe 
dcfbiidauts' agents. This would render lh« defCndaait liable, nol withstanding 
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notice liad beea brougbt home to the plamliff. U is proper here to remark ilint 
rieilhcr concealment nor fraud can be impuleil to tlic plaintifF. He wax not 
bound to dieeloHe Ihe nature or value of the goods, uolesg imiuired of b; the oLrrier, 
in whicli case he muat nnawer truly. Phiiiips ««. Earlc, 8 Pick., 182 ; 4 Bing, R., 
218; Relff vs. Rapp, 3 W. and 8er„ 21. 

-' Although he maiy limit the extent of hla liabilit;, jet tlie nuthorilies are 
unifono llmt tu diEcbarge the carrier fVom reeijanaibilstj it is necessarj to show 
clenrly that the person nith irhom heilenla is fully informed of the terms and effect 
of Ihe notice. Tlie exemption pies on tbe groimdof s. oontrocl, express or implied. 
Angel on Cnrriers, See. 241; 2 Green. Et,. Sec. 218: Brookes lu. Pickwick, 4 
Bing. It., 218: Kerr b». Miller, 2 8U,rkie,63; Cola w. Goodwin, 13 Wend, 251; 
Hollister v. Nowiin, 19 Wend., 234. 

"The ftols found by lUe jury negntive the idea of suoh a noiice as amounts to 
a special oonlraot. The plaintiff wag a GeroiaD, wholly ignorant of the English 
language. It is therefore a canu of a passenger uninformed of the torma and eon- 
dilions of the notice uppendud to the ticket on which the defendants rely for 
proleotioD. The cubo of Davis va, Willan, 2 Stark R., 270, rules that a notice ai the 
office, when tbe parly who delivers the goods cannot read, does not change the 
liability of the carrier. That case is, in principle, identical with this. It, in 
tmtb, would be absurd to hold, under the ci re urns lances, the company exempted 
from their common law responsibilities, on the foot of a special or express contrsel, 
wben be was ignorant of (he terms of the prni>osed iigreement. Granting that 
tickets in any case, without more, may be coasiilered as evidence of a special 
agreement, it la surely not ciacting too much to require the carrier lo have his 
tickets printed and his ailtertisenients made in a language which tbe passenger 
can underslaad, or thai he should be required to explain lo him the nature and 
effect of the proposed agreement. Although it may be granted that in this State a 
carrier may limit his responsibility, yet this principle has been reluctantly 
recognized, and must be confined to onses of ipecial contract, express or at least 
implied. Tlie knowledge of the plaintifi' of tbe contents of the uolice, is negatived 
by tbe verdict. It is substantially found the plaintiff had no Doiice that bis goods 
were carried at his own risk. In the absence of all proof of notice, the plaintiff 
bad a right to rely on the common law responsihilily of the carrier. The jury find 
ihat tbe extra weight of tho plaintiff's baggage, including Ihe trunk in which the 
specie was placed, was paid fbr by the plaintiff, and the agents of tbe company had 
charge of it. Whether the specie is to be viewed as baggage or freight, we conceive 
it to bo immaterial ; for whether it be the one or Ihe other, the defondanfs are clearly 
liable on the grounds, first, because they have failed to prove ihenalnreaad manner 
of the loss ; and second, because they have also failed to bring borne knowledge of 
the limitationa and restrietiona contained in their notice to the plaintiff. This 
renders tbem liable, on the rule of the common law, as insurers against all lasses 
except those occuicned by the act of God and tbe Ring's enemioi,"

who travels from and lo tbo same points with bis baggage in liia pockols. 

The publio demand high rales of speed on paBaenger trains ; and in conipljing 
with this you not only increase the wear and tear of track and maoliinery, but llw 
the risk of loss or injury; and why should not the one, two, or three thoi 
dollars' worth of baggage, weighing perhaps as much or uiore tLan its ownl 
required to pay its proportion of llie cost of renewals and profit fop the servwt'

The publio reijutre some clear and express statutory regulationa detining iliat 
rights and duties ; and railroad companies require not only some relaiatiiia of ll* 
severe rule of the common law, but nlao some proieolion against each other; snJ 
for these roasons, some uniform and well-considered law should be bod in all lit 
Stales, embracing the following points respecting baggage, viz. : 

Urii. That every passenger, in any railroad car, having paid his fore »hoijld 
be entitled to have carried, as iHiggage, his ordinary wearing apparel onlj and iwl 
exceeding in weight eighty pounds.

Dear Sin— Business engagements have presented an earlier answer to jour 
note of the 12th instant. Upon receiving a reminder ftom Mr. Eenney, yeaterdaj', 
I gave the matter mj immediate altention. 

In answer to the first two proposilions oontaiued in tlie resolution of your 
society, referred to in your note, 1 have merely to aay tbat 1 can find nothing in the 
Etatiites at large of this Slate, nor in any of the railroad charters granted by our 
Legislature, having any hearing whatever on the subject. We will, therefore, recur 
to tbe third and only remaining one fur investigation : 

" What bearing liaa the general railroad law of the United States on this sub- 
ject!" Eailroad companies are hound to accept and carry luggage, or any species 
of freight, within the soope of their husinoss as carriers, and witliia tbe limits of 
their capacity to carry. Upon acceptance of the luggage, or freight, they become 
qaati insurers against all loss, except where it oceurs by the act of God, or the 
public enemies ; and, in view of this extraordinary lialjility, they are aulhorlied to 
exact greater cumpensatiao than would remunerate an ordinary bailee. In no case 
is a public carrier compellable to accept and carry free of charge. Railroad com- 
panies are entitled to exact Ireight for the luggage of their passengers ; and, accord- 
ing to the uniiersal custom and usage of railroad traveling, the passage money 
covers both the carriage of the person and of the luggage. But Ibis must be taken 
with a most important qualification ami restriction. The passenger is entitled to a 
reasonable amount of luggage ; and what is reaaoiiable, must depend upon the oir- 
oumstaneea and the surroundings of each individual case ; and aUuvM. \\a ■-Hift.t'ni^t

A common oarrier can diaoharji^ himself 1)^ 
express contract from his extraordinary liability as insurer, loas by robboy, 
iDBTitable accident, etc., but nofiirtber; and a contract, and ertuk en to dischugl 
him from llie results of Mb own or bis servant's fraud or negligence wonlil b* 
YOiii, as against llie policy of llie law. The clecisiocs in some of the S 
especially in Peonajlvania, have gone further, and permit tiie carrier to limit iii' 
liability by u general notice that the baggage of the passenger is at ibe risk of it* 
owner. These decisions seem to me to be based upon the doctrine of implied CO 
iToot. The carrier givea public notice, in clear and unambiguous terms. Tl 
notice is brought to the linowledge of the passenger, nnd Ibe law implies a coain 
between tiieui.

By the Btalute of this State, all railroail corporatioDs are required lo "nui 
their cars for the tranBportation of perminB and property at regular times, lo be 
fixed h; public notice, and shall furnish sufficient accummndatiou for tlie tms- 
porlation of nil such passengers and property as shall, within a reOiSonable time 
previous thereto, offer, or be offered for transportation, at the place of starting, tnd 
tlie junctioaB of uther railroads, and at aiding and stopping places eslnbliahed for 
reneiving and discharging way passengers and freight ; and shall take, transport 
and discharge such passengers and property al, from and to such places, on Ihe 
due payment of tolls, freight or fare therefor." 

It is also provided that, in case of the rofliaal by such corporations, or thnr 
agents, lo 90 tatie and transport any passenger or property, or to deliver tlie taune 
at (he regular appointed plaoe, such corporation sbaU pay to the party o^rieved tU 
damages which shall be sustained thereby, with costs of suit. 

Another seetion provides that "if any passenger shall refViae to pay hisftrt 
or toll, the conductor of the train, and the servants of the corporation, may put trin 
out of the ears at any usual stopping place." 

These are all the regulations prescribed by our statute in regard to the duly of 
transporting " passengers and property.'' They are contained in tlie general Id", 
which applies to all Ilie companies in the State — their original and special chan«n 
being surrendered . 

It will be seen, therefore, that the rate of "fare or toll" is not in any iray 
regalated by the statute, hut is left open to contract between the company and the 
passenger ; that is, the passenger shall pay, wbetlier for himself or liia baggage, tlie 
proper rate of " fare or loll." There is, consequenUy, nothing in the atatote lo 
" prevent railroad companies from declining to carry any baggage /rea." Where (be 
oontraot to do so is ooupled with the condition of esemplion from liabilKj for Ion 
or damage, wheru the baggage ie carried free, the liability for loss or damage dot* 
not attach under our statute. 

The words of the sratute fixing suoh liability are : " In case of the refiiHl> 
by such corporation or llieir agents, no lo laie,'' etc , — that is, to t^c as provided 
ia the previous .section, which, requires ttjat-UBtiVVte taken " on the due paymai of 
telle," etc. Hence, where there ia no auolv ■^3iflisa\,, *,\nBe\» iw »lQ.tiAur^'«i)»)liij.

By |i;eiieral custom of railroads, tlie cuiitract to carry the passenger includes a 
contract to carry his ordinary baggage. In some States it is Ibe Inw. In ihe 
States of New York and Michigan there are slatulory provisions that Ihe fare 
charged Bhall include a passenger and hit ordinary haggage. In Illinois, the aupreme 
Court has decided (Wood ™. Devin, 13 lU. R., 746) that the compensation for carry- 
ing the baggie is included in the flire for transporting the person. This ruling of 
the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois was probably founded upon Ihe cuatam 
of railroads, and could be changed by the roads if they saw proper. 

The custom of carrying a passenger and his baggage at the ticket tare has been 
BO long establieheil, that it would at tliia time bo estremely difficult to change it. 
Besides, the rule of charging for baggage could not now be made uniform, owing 
hi the statutory proviaions in (be States referred to. 

Even in the Stales where railroads are required to carry a passenger and hfs 
ordiaarij baggage at the ticket fare, it has not bean deLermlned what ordinary 
baggage is, leaving it open for railroad corporationB to mftt^ a, tavt vxife tm.'OBaS.

I have before stated that parties are not bound to take Dotice of rules or regu- 
lations made by railroad companies, uuloss brought tu their knowledge. But every 
one is bound by the laws of a State, whether he has ever board of them or not. It 
would, therefore, save railroad corporations from difficulties if the States would 
enact statutory provisions governing the carriage of baggage. As llie proviaions 
before named are reasonable, there should be no difficulty in having tliem made law 
by the State Legislatures. But, if that ooui<l be done at ail, it would take some 
time ; and Ihe plan of notice, if properly planned and carried out, will subserve all

The fact that railroad companies have already suffered greatly ftom In^ of 
Itaggage, either by fire, damage or theft, seems to make it necessary that they shuuld

Died, by drowning, August 9th, 1867, Colonel Kobert A. GiUmore, General 
Ticket Agent of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, and Postmaster of the 
city of Chicago. 

The deceased was a member of this Association, of whom it is no exaggeration, 
or injustice to his fellows, to say, that no other was more highly esteemed or per- 
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snnall; better beloved. Though he hud been but a ahorl tiitie officially couneateil 
with us, he liad long been intimately known by many of our number, who recog~ 
nized his elerlitig qualitiea of head nnd heart, and mourn iiis loss bb that of one 
kindred by blood. 

The circuDiBtances of his death are familiar to all. An eTening's enjoyment of 
his faTorile paetiniB — boating — rSBulted in the loss of a Ufe of Tolne and promise. 

He hod scarcely, as one might say, returned to the occupations of peace, after 
a lung and honorable serrice in the armies of hia country, when ho was thus taken 
away. He had brayed, in llie field, dangers apparently a hundred limea greater 
than the one he that night went to encounter ; indeed, to him, eiulting in strength 
and skill, he seemed to be in no peril. 

The suddenness of his death adds to the grief of his family and friends. There 
ia a ehook, on hearing the intelligence, that reni.iiD9, leaving an impression deeper 
than, and clifTereat from, that oaiised by a, loss that we are gradually brought to 
realize by the ravages of diseaBe. 

' Our &ieud was open, generous and impulsire to a, fkutt. If such a thing can be; 

the soul of honor — scorning meanness and untruth ; full of sturdy life, and keen 
in his enjoyments of it. No one possessed in a greater degree the confidence and 
respect of his fellows. The double trust that was imposed on him at the time of 
bis death, was an an index of his standing iu the city of his home.

Sm — At (lie \asi regular meeting of the Board of Commisaioners of Emigra- 
tion of the Sta1« of New York, the following reaolulion was unanimuusly adopted : 

" ResoUed, That our Railroad Committee be reijusstod to call the atteation of 
eaiil agcDta to the importance and neoesatt; of better tiocommadatiuuB and quicher 
traDsport of emigrant trains to the West, and to insist upon the reform of the 
present sjstem, which ia detrimentu! ti> both the health and comfort of the emi- 
grants, beaidea being almoal aa expensive as the first class paseage." 

In accordaoce nith auch resolution, the Railroad Agencies Committee respect- 
fully calls the attention of jourself and aoUeagaes to the importance of the 
suggestions therein set forth. From the inveatigations made bj the members of the 
Committee, and IVom the numerous complaints presented from time to time through 
Ibe press of the Western States, it appears that emigrant passengers are subjected 
to great delays and serious inconieoiences on their journeys Westward ; and it is 
nrged that meaanrea abould be taken to correct these abuses, in the accamplishtnent 
of which your valuable aasiatauceis respectlully and eameatly requested. 

The causes of complaint may be staled as slow traveling and insufficient accom- 
modations, both on the trains and at t)ie depots. 

While the emigrant rates are about one-half the firat class rates, the difference 
in the rate of speed at which trains are run is so great, as, including the loss of 
time, which is loss of labor to the emigrant (aa nlso to the country), and the expense 
of liTing, to make the cost of traveling nearly the aanie, if not actually more 
Mpenaiye to the emigrant. For instance, the time between Now York ond Chicago 
is, by first class train, thirty-sii hours ; by emigrant train, &om three and a half 
to six days, making an average liifierenoe of say three days, and coating the emi- 
grant traveler aa follows : 

For tickot— tl3.00 

For subsiitence for three days (extra), say g.OO 

For loss of labor three days, at $3.00 per day B.OO

And when atdt 
tliTOUgli rate is so fixed, it ahull be accepted by all other lines represented in Ihia 
AsfiiMuatioD ; nor shall naj reduction he made &om such rate, except upon protest, 
in open ConTeution, when the Association shall decide the points at issue; or 
thirty days' notice to the EiecutiTe Conunittee, in vacation, whose duty it ahall be 
to take such action in the premises, either by calling a apeoial mcDfing or otherwiw, 
as they may thiok necessary. This privilege of fixing rates applies to all clasBeanf 
Aires — and long lines shall not be permitted to make rates for any class of pa^eo- 
ger business below those fixed by the abort line — and applies to the iransporlnliDii 
of soldiers, opera troupes, and other kindred asaociatiuns, equally with regular £nt 
and second class business. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee, at each t^qIu 
meeting of the Association, to make inquiry whether any member has Tiobited ssy 
provision of the Conalitiition or By-Laws, and report the aame, if any, to the Con- 
vention, in writing, wlien it shall be the duly of the President to eause a copy of tin 
Bame to be furnished to the aceused, together with a summons to appear fort!i"iUi 
before the Convention to answer to the charges. If the acciued shall appear and 
answer, or appear and refuse to answer, or shall ref\ise or neglect to appear utJ 
answer, in either oase the hearing shall proceed at once, the President lo a 
judge, who shall appoint some member of tlie Association as proseoutor on the put 
of the Association ; and the accused may appear for himself, or by some memt 
the Asaoeiation, as his attorney. A call of the roll shall be made, and two-thipb 
(exclusive of the oae making tho charge, and witnesses) of the members in atttnd- 
ance at the Convention, shall be present. If two-thirds are not present, it shall bt 
the duty of the President to send for absentees, until the required number shall b( 
present. No member shall be allowed to leave the room after the charge is miii' 
until the case is finally disposed of, unless an adjournment ia voted. If an adji 
ment is voted before the case is disposed of, it shall be the duty of every nieinba 
present at the time of adjournment to appear promptly at the time to which tin 

adjoiu-nment is made, under penalty of being tined dollars, at the pleasDR 

of the Association. AU evidence shall be taken in writing, and signed by the <ril- 
ness after examination and cross-examination. At the conclusion of the evidenct, 
lie Chairman shall put the quoatjon, "Guilty, or not guilty?" to the Convendo". 
and each member shall rise when his name is oalled, and answer diatinotjy, aiut lui 
answer shall be a part of the record. If a majority shall answer '• Guilty" it 
be tlie duly of the President to immediately pronounce such sentence as shiUlbi 
awarded by the Association.

paaaengar «ira (many of yon haye seen its picture, being quite eomnion in ritilroad 
offices) Bfaa run on tbe ronii west nf Albany, now a part of the great New York 
Central. It is a crude picture, but not less so than tlie train. The motive power 
was a rude affair, which, in theae daya of granii and powerful machinery, would 
Bonrcely do service in a Bhingle mill of tlie prituuval forest. We can smile m we 
look at Ibe barrels of wood, standing on the platform of tbe wagon next to the 
engine, as well as the other appurleunnces eunnectcd witli it. and conlrasl tliat 
simple ofFair with the locomotive of tbe present day. Tbe passenger cars need not 
bedepicted, for each has in his mind's eye the exaet form and contour of the 
whole train far better than oan be put on paper, except by an artist. It said that 
among the passengers of that noted train — and it wai noted to tbe extent of being 
thought worthy of preservation aa a picture — were some men who have since made 
for themselves a oatiooal reputation, and are still among the living. Thurlaw 
Weed is said to be one of them, and he is yet in active life. 

In the Railroad Gazetlf, a few months since, was a picture of one of tbe first 
engines run on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, some forty years ago. This engine, 
unlike that of the New York Centi-al, had an upright boiler. Two gcnilemen now 
connected with the Illinois Central Railroad, in active duly, ran one of those iirst 
engines between Baltimore and Washington, as engineer and fireman. 

Attention, has been called to these pictures simply for the pnrpose of more 
forcibly drawing the contrast, which each one has formed in his own mind, of the 
rapid strides that have been made in these few years in tbe way of " speed, com- 
fort and safety" to the traveling puT>lic. It seems hardly possible that as much 
t thirty years, in the way of progress, as has been 
ID one would care to bazani the opinion that those 
who live to see that time will not also see very great changes, even I'rum the present. 
We cannot readily see wherein great improvements can he made, as we are inclined 
to the opinion that the acme of invontioti has very nearly been reached ; that tlie 
ladder of improvement has been nearly climbed ; that nothing further is needed in 
that direction ; that "necessity is no longer the mother of invention," our wants 
Bnd wishes being met hy what we already have. This is undoubtedly true, as far 
as we are able to see; but the fertile mind of the inventor is continually at work, 
solving the problem thai jirogreiaion is the order of the day, and, as a consequeuoe, 
every little while we see something brought out that fills a hitherto vacant space, 
or is in advance of the old method; and thus we gc on from improvement to 
improrement so gradually as to us is scarcely noticeable.

Because an additional car, or cars, can be hauled without incurring any seem- 
ing additional expense, tiie benefit of (be low rate thereby accrning to a particular 
class or party, it can be proieu by tbe same false reasoning that if all parties nginj; 
the trains of a railroad company were allowed the same special privileges^aud it 
CBDDot be denied that all are equally entitled to tliom — the net reoeiptx of that 
company would be vary serioualy impaired. 

I will grant, for the sake of the argument, that a railroad company may make 
ooQcessions to a party of people, whether large or small, and thus gain a temporary 
advantage over a competitor; but I am prepared to sustain tbe other aide of the 
Argument, that the "game waa not worih the powder," for the simple reason that 
on the next opportunity the aggressed will go far beyond the aggressor, and the 
oonacquence is, stability of rates is out of the question. 

I think it may safely be said that no one can be so conceited as to believe that 
he can monopolize this method of over-reaehing a competitor, and thus secure for 
hta company any considerable advantage. It is sure to react — the gain of to-day 
being counterbalanced by loss on tbe morrow. 

This has been carried to a great extent by the readiness of railroad officials to 
oater to the wishes and solicitations of itinerant parties— parties who wish to use a 
line of road but once — especially tLoae emigrating to a section of country ibr 
removed from tbe line that gives the reduction ; it being generally the oase that the 
road which ultimately locates the emigrant on its line, makes no considerable rcdii^- 
Uon fyom regular rates.

Tbe tranaportntioi 
passengers is not so essentlallj different from other kinds of business that wei 
afford to be indifferent to the lesBone whioh may be derived ft-om the puraiiiloli 
legitimate mercantile life. We do not see a merchant — and by the term merciui 
f who fully understands bis business ; there being many wbo b»t* 
name, but not^irioualj fail to deserve it — whose oipital being invested in his k» 
Seei, sella bia merchandise simply for the purpose of increasing the TDluinevTI 
sales, without regard to the profit or loss that may be incurred. True, he mil, 
times of depression, or an overstocked market, materially reduce the price qhno 
of bis goods, even below the cost of the same ; bnt this is within the aeopeofi 
true merolmnt. He thereby may relieve himself of possible indebtednws, avtf 
in interest what he may lose in sales below cost, and does not seriously impni •• 
capital. 

In the transportation of roasengers (iere can be no overstocked 
tiiereforc nothing is to he provided foe in this respect. Times of depraeaioi u* 
slackness will and do cume, but if a reduction in raies will help us out oft 
difficulty, the reduction ought to be universal, and not to any iiarticulor cit^ 
individual. That local reductions may be mode, whereby n large numbemi'F' 
induced to visit a looality for a ceriain purpose, within a, limited time Urn t" 
oial interests of the oompany being greatly beneSted thereby, there is M^ 
Blightest doubt, but, on the contrary, is generally accepted as true, and acUJi 
accordingly.

New lines of travel, and long linoa of travel, ure very apt to think that some- 
thing of ihia kind is noceaaary in order to bring their routes more prominoDtly 
before Ihe jiublic ; but have they any surety tbat the oldor, or shorter lines, will 
not I'esort to like measures for the purpose of keeping their advantage? Assuredly 
not. The reputation of a railroad company, like that of an individual, ia of too 
much value to be Irifled with, and will be guarded in the one case quite aa lealously 
B8 in the oilier, provided those in charge of Ihe departments act from a fiiaoere 
desire to promote the future aa well as the prcscnl welfare of their company. We 
know bow easy it is for an individual to lose a respectable repntation. We see of 
hear of cases almost daily. In tliese limes of extravagance and " haste to be rich," 
the rapidity witb which fortunes have been made has led many to embark in enter- 
priBDB that will not bear a strict examinatJOD, and failure is the general result. At 
least, we can more readily Irace ihe results of failure (ban of success, from the fact 
that when an indiviiiual succeeds in a great undertaking, we are apt to consider 
him as fortunate — as one possessed of rare business tact — and do not look so closely 
at the ways and means hy which it has been accomplished as we do when failure 
follows. 

, In eonneulion nith our positions aa officers of railroads, there is as much oeoa- 

- sion for cultivating a reputation for rquare and honest dealing ad there is in any 
i other department of a bui^Iness life. A Teputation for sobriety, truth and honesty, 
b ie not to be lightly thought of. It is like the keel OD which rests the auperstmolure 
_ of the ship. Without that is laid firm and true to the line, it is useless to build 
J upon it, with the hope that the mistakes tLere made can be rectified as tho work 

goes an. The foundation must be laid on correct principles, else all (hat is built 
. upon it will, of necessity, be imperfect. 

If what has been said in regard to honesty of purpose be true, how easy to 
remedy ihe whole evil. Purify, each for himself, his own dominion, and (he wbols 

— body politio will be purified. This is no idle talk, if looked at correctly— not a 
dream of the fancy. I know Home may smile at what may be called Ihe innocence 

^ of my hear!, but my impression is, that if each will sound the depth of his hoart, 
■nd give ullerance to the sentiments lie will find imbedded there, that all will agreo 
that 1 am not very much, if any, out of the way. 

^ The only real obstacle in the way of putting these principles in operation, is 

^?Wftpt of faith in each other; and yet why should there be any lack in this regardr 
"Ve are working for a common interest, although Ihe private interest of each may 

'jIbe diverse ; still, when it can be seen tbat whatever is for the common interest is 
equally for the private interest of each, in the name of all that is reasonable, *h^ 
cennot it be done? I firmly believe that no road or i\i.d\ii4.\uA \iKa ^ix^^Kl"

That the Committee on Centennial AfTiiirs he empowered by the AaEodaliou lo 
negotiate with the nulhoriliea of the International Eihibition of 1876, til Phili- 
delphia, for the use of a suitable building wherein to conduct the sale of lickels 
over the IranaporlDtiou lines of the United States and Canada, and to arrange for 
the employment of such agents and clerks as may be necessaiy to coniluct the bu;l- 
neBs; and that the Committee be furtiier empowered to arrange for the sale of 
"eicurelon tickets" from Philadelphia at tbe same reduced rates as mBf br 
adopted in ticketing to Philadelphia, the necaasary expenses of such arraneemfnlf 
to be borne by the transportation lines in proportion to the gross revenue receiTpl 
by eacb from the Bale of liokets in the eihibition.

Insert after the word " reported," in twelfth line of said Section, 
on page 312 of proceedings, September, 1873, the following : *« Provided j however, 
That the Committee may adjourn from time to time, or from place to place, pending 
the session of the Convention, by vote of two-thirds of the members present." 

Amend first clause of Section 7 by adding thereto, '* Upon report of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole." 

Strike out the 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th and 7th clauses of said Section. 

Amend Section 13 by adding thereto the following: "The rules of the Asso- 
ciation, as herein provided, or any order of business pending under the same, may 
be temporarily suspended, for coasideration of any specific matter, by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present.

The following is the address alluded to in the proceedinga aa 
having been read to the General Ticket and Passenger Agents' 
Association by A. V. H. Carpenter, General Ticket Agent Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad: 



Mh, President AMD Gentlkubn ; — Time whs wbaa ibe handling of any mallera 
e the svibjects of monopoly of rsUgious inalifulionB, in a meeting for 
sBculttr purposes, wonW hnTo eioilpd llie holy hurror of Hie sanolified faw who 
claimed M be the only legitimate doorkeepers in tbe house of the Lord, nnd beeo 
received with ridicule, if oot derision, by the unwashed or unregeneral e many. 
Cloislers and temples were the repositones of religion ; and probably thut was llie 
safest manner of keeping the kind of religion then in regency. The sdvent of 
of Christiainity dethroned one class of eiolusionisle, to be sudceeded by uiolber of 
even sterner mold, under the gnise of chosen defenders of the "faith onae deliv- 
ered to the Bttinta." 

U is at last beginning to be appreciated that iheie is no monopoly in this 
matter at all. To this idea of the uaiverBftlity of this provision for mankind is 
due the possibility, even, of a voluntary organization composed of represent ativtis 
of divers and coDiliiting interests. 

For long centuries after the dawu of the era ifhose eonsummation is to be 
peace and good will on earth, this thought was working deep down below (he ken 
of superficial observers. This generation is the wiljiesa of a grand epoch in the 
world's history. Like the year of bloom of the cenlury plant, this sge is mani- 
festing the results of Ihe working of the occult forces at tbe foundation of Ua life. 

Providential events are the orderly progress of a grand underlying law — there 
is uo game of chance in the working of the " Great First Cause " — oil is order there. 
This Association is one of the necessities of Chrittian civiliialion (Sua; mm ila linl): 
and since our objects are the furtherance of the principles of peace, which is tlio 
corner-Btone of prosperity, it is fitting that each and alt should be rcTerently thankful 
to the .Vuthor of all Beneficence fur the sunshlDe of His providenoe upon our lives 
nnd fortunes, and seek His oid in our laudable undertakings, and oak His protection 
from engaging in any other. Railway men are not conspicuous, generally, atsaucli- 
monious parades, nor great braggarts over their stock of grace, if they have any. 
They generally follow tlie injunction of the Master, in one respect, at least — 
praying in secret, if at all ; and therein their heads are level, because Ihe classes 
which made a great show in their devotional exercises met wltii a mild rebuke 
fhini " Him who spake as never man spake." In fact, they were the only ones 
who received a scathing denunciation at Ills hands : He had kindly words for 
the erring in all other ways. Speaking from a general knowledge of the situation, 
the writer has no hesitancy in saying that Ihe railway men of (his day are not 
bolijw par iu respect for, or praoliae of, the real Chriatinu virtues. There is &a

It may be faii-ly taken for granted that jgu are not hankering after a d 
tion on mutters perlnining to the dry details of our routine duties, but preClti 
rather, something which baa rest stipulated for in its premises, oi' wrought outiaUl 
conaideration — something to lift ua from tlie bed-rock on whioh our daily life gniM 
its daily griat ; aomelhing to stimulate a higher range of thouglit than e 
room in our brFun in the diiat and heat of work-day life. 

In the iirat paper read before you, you were treated to an able and salulirj

Again, this deparlment ia mftde the factotum of the oblique nvovementa of all 
the otljera^if any suoli are pracliaed. A pahs ia the magie Itey intrusted to so 
many hands that it gets sadly worn. There vrould be some compensation for thia 
use of our tools if we got credit for same, by debiting the branch of the reveuue 
wliioh receives the benefit of our serTiees in its behalf, iu the earnings acoount. 
Moreover, the stability of paasenger rates is often at the mercj' of an ambitions or 
indiscreet agent. A freight agunt bilis a car of hoop-poles at less than joint taritf 
rate ; or a general agent gals excited over a car of hogs, and gives an eilra return 
pass to secure the contract ; and it happens that betweeti these two competitors 
the passenger triifSc of the line whose agent secured the hogs offera the mast vul- 
nerable point of attack to the other aide. Away go (he ratea, with aa little com- 
punction as a litter of blind kitten;* would be drowned. 1'he owners of the property 
see the tumble iu the passenger rates without knowing the cause, and the result ia 
a bad odor attaches lo our ekirta therefor ; somelimes, but seldom, the boot is on 
the other foot. Again, in coae of a fight between rival lines, when the time for 
settlement cornea, a convention is called, and a seveu-atory and Mansard agreemeat 
is entered into, embracing all the details of local administration, as well as the 
matters in interest on competing business. The result ia, aome, or ail, of the par- 
ties find they have got their foot in it, and a row at home is imminent. Then 
comes a detaching of one limber after another of the fine temple dedicated to 
/uliire virtue, until the building gets ao badly stripped of its ornamenta and fine 
proportions that it loses the respect of the builders, aud they go at it pell-mell to 
abolish the remainder of the UDsightly atructure. This matter needs nu further 
elucidation at my hiDds—the ruina of those edifices are met irilh wherever we 

In the next place, succesa in any campaign depends as much upon the rank 
and file aa upon the commanders. The ticket seller and traffic solicitor oonstitule 
the rank and Hie in our Hues ; aud the same law which regulates the elements of 
success in other lines of business prevails here. A good commercial salesman must 
be au fail iu the qualities of the commodily dealt in — of good address, ready com- 
mand of language, entire self-control, quick inaight, energy and push, also a good 
supply of personal magnetism. Diamond pins, rings, big gold watches and chains, 
fost hoi-aea and their concomitants, are sot indispensable in these limea. The 
crowning qualities of those who are to come I'i's-a-eii with llie people— whose dol- 
lara and good will we are after — are good character and modest self-respect. With 
such men in the places indicated, and the associations they would have, there 
would he much less cutting of rates than now, aa a very great proportion of such 
operations, within the control of the deparlment proper, is owing to incompeteuc 
in those who handle the busineea, to get what Ihej CQU«viw «.l^\t \Ti>'i<i«^ 
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le the allmoDJtioD. The cnminuiulj' require educating in rnilwa; affairs; aad ^m 
none do the people get rheir ideea of Ibe institution more rlian ihose trilh v 
Ihej Bre in ilailj conlact. How many monageis liuve time or iEcUnaliOQ for llien 
detail mailers of administratign? How roan? fail, for want of atteniion I 
components of tlieir ui-geniialion, if tliej miinage lo keep wilhiii the letler i 
regulations?

Tbese are pregnant questions, and hug the matter of maintaining rftle*, ud 
acting by the square, most eloaely. Bitt a graver element of demcraliiatii 
any yet named, ia (be ctmmiasion system, as commonly bandied. Whelh< 
it ia an esil, per if, is an open quesyoo, and probably never will be setl.led Mtiftf 
torily to all. Your speaker is of (he opinion that there certainly ia nothing in im 
varianoe with (lie eiercise of a wise economy, when handled by oompetet 
ralber, bas many points in its favor. Firstly, very few ticket sellei's are paid siS- 
oiently. The salaries allotted lo thai arm of the service are not generally suffieiw' 
to attract or hold the most profitable men to fill such pnaitions. Secondty Ifaetn 
missions are mulaally beneficial : they enable llje railways la retain the serriceatl 
more competent class of men than they oould do, without a direct increase of w 
pensalion; and, on the other hand, the agents feel the Btiinulus of ihe ioMatirf H 
make (heir volume of business as large as possible. Aha I say one, do ynu pM«J 
to say the aggregate of travel is increased by any Biicb agency ? i 
Mankind are as susceptible to estenial inHiiences in Ibis direction as in any olliiri 
and a sharp, popular agent ^aa no mora difficulty in working up trails by 'aidSH 
men to Irave), who wotildnotioBo o\\iw«W, vXiwiAe e-v^wv a.-ra ^«ids clerk hui» 



overcoming the scruples of the ladles about Llie eipeusc of a fine drees pattern in 
its sesBon; ami give him the incectlve and he will lij; without it iie ma>/, or he 
may not — ten to one on the latter. 

These views are not of recent date, but are the result of long experience and 
observation ; the; are not introduced as a sop far popularity among that very useful 
class of our fellow-laborers, more than what I am about to say is a bid for favor at 
general lieadquartera ; nhich is, that the commission business, as it has been done 
in limes past, is an unmitigated fcaud upon the innocents, for which both paities to 
the transaction are at fault. The ticket seller, by allowing bis greed to demand, or 
his simplicity to accept, more than a reasonable amount for the service; and the 
general ticket or passenger agent who yields to exorbitaut demands in tliis direc- 
tion, or throws away the money of his conatitueDts in tempting men to that which 
Iheir belter judgment condemns — to gain a little temporary odvaatage — reaps the 
reward of other spendthiifta in the end. 

It is in the abuses, not in the system itself, that (he grounds for its oondemna- 
tionare found; and therein arisesthe grief among the participants when the misused 
bounty is cut sbort by the outraged conBtituenls. Wherein this matter affects the 
question of rales vitally, is the practice among the sharp ones of using a portion of 
their exorbitant commissioua m subsidiiing people to patroniie them, by sharing a 
portion of their comadsaions with them. 



Another lion in the path, is the too common practice of giving ui 
to through business, at the expense of local traffic, and thus keeping the combative 
energies all alive. Of eourac, there are lines dependent greatly, if not entirely, on 
through bnsineas ; but these are such as have been constructed to appease popular 
clamor, for political effect, to swallow some land grant, or Ibr some other apeculative 
end, having no relation to a legitimate hiisinesB enterprise; or, where they may be 
built to connect far-distant great business centers, with nothing but the " presence 
of God" betwoen. But in most cases wboro this suicidal policy is adopted, it pro- 
ceeds from such moUves as are generally attributed (o those who oomuiit felonera 
dtte. 

It may not he amiss, in passing, to stop to say that to this practice of courting 
the patronage of strangei-s, to the neglect of developing and fostering a home busi- 
ness, is greatly attributable the facility willi which communists anil demagogues 
have fii-ed the popular heart against railways. 

Now, these are some of the obstacles in the way of maintaining good fkilh in 
1 if we would. There is no doubt but ihat there is an abundant 
iiuty of llie qualities which distinguish saints and angels among ns; yet, that we 
e wicked in these rcspeols than the average of men, I am not willing to 
Init. Still, iJiere may possibly be found those among us whose ethics are gauged 
' men in the commuuily, who would scorn to do a dishonest act be- 
tween man and man, but when it comes to a matter where a corporation is a ^acL^ .

The Committee appointed at meeting held in Cincinnati, March 
19th, 1875, to consider the following questions, viz. : 

Hril. Is a, railroad coEopiinj obliged to ca.rr; a passenger holding a, lost or 
stolen ticket?

Second. Wiiether the fnct of a. pafaengor being an inuocenl holder affecis Ihut 
obligation, and how? 

Third. When one company orders aaother to dishonor any lickeia, upon which 
company resia the final liabilily for damages, or costs of litigation, if any result 
ftom executing such order? , 

1 have no hesitation in answering the first question in the negative. A tlakflf 
purthftsed from a railroaiV company becomes the property of the purchaser, fta4 
his title to it ia not divested by the fact of its ha'5iii^\ieiiR\Q6\.iit a'lAft'o-. \w-^*» 
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aoDBisU in ite being the evidence of a oonlract between liim and Ihe omptLny ; uA 
althougli his inability to pmduoe it ma; suspend the obligation of tlie compan; lu 
Irftnaport iiim, yet I cannot gee that the mere possession nf it by a third penon lii> 
the effect of investing such third pergou with the cuntrocl rights of the originil 
purchaser, or of creating anj coiilract relation whatever bctneea Ihe fomierBmi 
the company. It is well known, however, (hat ticliels are often sold by roiiivnl 
companies, not as evidences or tokens of a contract to transport the indreidntl p'lr- 
cAoaer, but as evidences or tokens of the right of any person proaenling tliem 10 
liie transportation for which they call ; and it may be thought that the presentatinn 
of such a ticket impoaes upon the ciimpaDy the obligation to transport the perBiB 
presenting it. irreBpeuIive of the mode in wliich its possession vrtia acquired. Bui 
unless such tickets are negotiable, and pass by delivery like bank notes, it ^efai 
to me that the transferee can acquire no better title than the person by whom it 
was iFuoaferred, and that when a ticket has been lost or stolen, the finder or ibr 
thief cannot invest any one with a better title than his own, which is no title at til. 
I am not awaro of any decision, or of any p^inoiple of law, requiring such tickets 
In be treated as negotiable instruments, in the sense in which bank notei 
negotiable, and therefore see no rmson to admit any distinction between li 
stolen tickets of this class, and lost or stolen tickets which were origoally isnied 
only for the exclusive personal use of tlie purchase' 

■cely add, that when a ticket is presented which prima facit entillw 
the bearer to the rights of a passenger, it would be in the highest degree impoli'ii 
In any conductor to refuse to recognize it, on the ground that it had been lostir 
stolen, unless he had the most satisfactory evidence that such was really the cut. 

The second qneatiun has been answered in answering the lirst. Indeed, it bu 
. ai^sumed, in tihat has been said, that the person presenting (he ticket waeu 
■.ml hitlder, and in fact an innncent jiurchanr. One who has no better title tg • 
Uehet than that of a casual finder, bos a worthless title, and it is unnecessary D 
add that one who steals a railroad lioket docs not acquire any interest in it, oris 
the contract which it represents. 

The third question cannot be answered by a simple affirmative or negative. 

I nndersland it to refer to the cose of one railroad company having, by oonti«l 
or arrangement with another company, sold tickets for transportation oifr ■!' 
latter's line, and having then instructed the latter company to disregard them, i" 
a matter of law, when one company has been pBrmilled by another lo aet « il' 
agent in the sale of tickets, the tickets sold must be recogniied by the latter ^tm- 
pany. A contract made by an agent on behalf of a principal cannot be revoked lij 
the agent. In fact, however, it ia impossible lo suppose that any railroad CM' 
pany would undertake to annul tickets over any other line which it had sold M 
authority of the company owning the line, and for which the price hnd been dulj 
|»Bid. If; Jiowcver, tickeU had beea fraudulently or improperly obtained, fb< 
impany issuing them niiftht visfi mal-raoV, v\v« oV>ict •kito.^-k^ to vefuse them. ' 
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the nbaenae of an; ttcluol knowledge on tba aul^cct, it woulil be proper for the 
liUler company to Hssame tbat such wsa the c&use or ocoifion of IIib instruction. 
Tiie risk of niiaiake would ultimatelj have to be borno hj tlie compttny which sold 
(he tickets, hut primitrilj the company refusing to honor them would be liable lo 
the peraoDB by nliom they were presented. '' 



In answer to iirst and second questions, I think the couipany will Ije jiisljlied 
in refusing lo carry the passenger, if it can liring home to the knowledge of the 
passenger the fact that tlie ticket was lost or stolen \ but if he is a bona fide holder 
for value, the company will make itself liable tiy refusing. 

The third question may he answered as follows : 

RedSelJ, in his law of railroads, says : '■ It is held liiat the oontniot between 
the companies, commoalyin regard lo the divisions of price on the through ticket, 
constitutes no such partnership as will render each company liable for injury or losses 
occurring on the whole route. Tlie first company is, in such case, regarded as Uie 
agent of the other oouipaniea, and the transactions rcijuire no difierent construction 
from one where the tickets of one company are sold at the stations of the other 
companies, which is not very unooiuiDon. and would never be r^ardad in aoy 
olln^r light thnn tbat of "gencil merely." 

The result of tliis principle of agency is that if the initial coinpaDj, by oegli- 
genoe, loses a through ticket, it should be respoosiblc for the coupons, severally to 
the whole line, just as if it had sold the ticket; and if, under such ciruumstances, 
the road order the dishonor of a ticket, wa think it alone should lio responsible for 
nil rcBullB. 

If, ou the othor hand, the agent exercising the some care about the property of 
other roads as about its own, vnthoiil mgllgence on its part, has o ticket stolen, and 
Dotilies connecting roads promptly of the theft; and all things necessary for idenli- 
Rcalion, the initial road has thus shifted the onus, save as to its own coupon, and 
each road must act for itself, an regards its own coupon. A further result would 
seem lo flow from above principle of agency, namely: that as the coupon of each 
connecting road is but In effect ila ticket, sold by initial road as its agent, the 
journey on a through ticket is not begun over any of connecting roads, by holder 
merely starting over tiie initial road on the journey through the whole route; and 
therefore if he stops at the end of the iuitial road, and transfers the balance of hia 
through ticket lo another holder, the second holder may uxe it. 

We are aware that this opinion contravenea the jiid^ii\Bi\\,\4\.^-3 TtvAsjtwtL'wj 
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Hon. George A. Pearre, in Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co. vs. Hilleary, but submit 
it respectfully. 

The law of Georgia^ code of 1873, Section 2068, provides that "a common 
carrier cannot limit his legal liability by any notice given, either by publication or 
entry on receipts given, or tickets sold. He may make an express contract, and will 
then be governed by it." 

Our courts construe this statute with the utmost strictness. 



First. Is a railroad company obliged to carry a passenger holding a lost or 
stolen ticket? 

Second. Whether the fact of the passenger being an innocent holder aflfects 
that obligation, and how ? 

Third. When one company orders another to dishonor any tickets, upon which 
company rests the final liability for damages, or costs of litigation, if any result 
from executing such order? 

I. 

If a passenger presents a ticket which was stolen from any one by him, the 
company is not bound to honor it. If the ticket which was stolen was the out- 
standing valid obligation of the company, a thief cannot transfer a valid title to 
any person who has knowledge of its unlawful acquisition, and when the larceny 
can be established as against the passenger, or knowledge of it can be traced 
through all the vendors and vendees, from the thief to the passenger who presents 
it, tlie company is not bound to honor it. 

It should be remembered, however, that in dishonoring a ticket upon this 
ground, the company assumes the burden of proving, in any litigation which may 
arise, the theft, and, if in the hands of a third person, such knowledge. 

When it can be shown that a ticket, or any portion of it, was, before its 
acquisition by the present holder, used on a passenger train, this burden is uot 
oiiorous, as such use invests it with the character of a past-due contract and 
c'.iarges the vendee with notice of the character of the title.

A glance, however, at the characLer of audi tickets iliowa that they cannot be 
classed with soch instruments. Negotiable bills and notes are payable in money. 
No promise to pay a certain sum in property or personal service, has over been 
treated aa a cegutiable inslrumeot nithin the meaning of the law uierchaDl, A 
railroad ticket ia sot a promise to pay money, liut is an agreement to render serrice 
by the transportation of the holder of the aame between places named thereon. 
While this diOerence between a ticket and a negotiable note or bill is iiuinifeat and 
material, it does not follow that the ticket is valid only iu the hands of the party to 
whom it was delivered by the agent of tiie company. Such a rule would defeat, in 
a great degree, one of the purposes of the use of such ticketa — the coDvenience ef 
the piisscnger in securing evidence of his right to transportation. Tbe purchase of 
such tickets at the office of a railway company by persons who do not intend to use 
them, as a matter of convenience for those who do, is of daily occurrence. Ladies 
and children who contemplate journeys are frequently furnished with tickets by 
Iho^e who purchase them itL the ticket office for the purpose of sating Iliem annoy, 
ance and inconvenience, and the CDurla will ceooguiie the validity of such lickels 
in t!ie hands of the holder. 

Again, if considered as commercial paper, it is payable on demand, unless it 
discloses the intenfion nf the parties that payment sliall he delayed until some 
future time. Such intention is not ordinarily discoveralde on the face uf such 
tickets. This increases the difficulty uf settling tlte i]uestion upon analogies to the 
Ian merchant. The ordinary railroad ticket cannot be regarded aa a negotiable bill 
or note, without a material niudificatiua of the conditions which distinguish such 
inalrumenls ; nevertheless, courts will ounsider common custom to have its influence 
in the decision of questions arising from iheir transfer. For ejtample: It ia held 
liythe Supreme Court of the United Slates, in Murray vs. Lardner (2 ff alUce, 
110), Ibat coupon bonds, uf the onlinarj kind, payable to bearer, pass by delivery, 
and a purchaser of them, in good &ith, is unaffected by want of title in the vendor.

Tlie conclusion to which the courts will arrive, in the delormiiialioQ of manj 
of the queationa arising out of this new traffic, must remain, to some ezteiil. < 
matter of conjecture. The presumption that the law is known tu everj oiliien, oan- 
not hare the effect to make certain an; opinion which may be expressed in adrslKC 
of judicial decision. The custom of the companies issuing iliese tickets, and ibr 
well-known understanding with whioh they are received by tlie public, must hair 
jgreat weight in the consideration of tlie riglits of all the parlies affected ; and it is 
impossible to estimate the influence they may have upon a final decision. I csa 
only say, now, that I believe that the courts will hold tlial a railroad ticket is trut- 
ferrabie by delivery at any time before being used on a train ; that it cannot he 
regarded as a dishonored cuntract tiotil afier such use; and that a purchaser, prior 
to such iiae, ia not iiffecled hy want of lille in the vpndor from whom he received 
it: that a purchaser, after such use, is charged with notice of defects in tit 
vendor's title, and can assert only ihe righls' cif auch vendor. 

This is but a general staleiuent of tlie laws, as applicable to ttrdlaary (ioketa. 
If these rules shall he finally established, Ihey will, of coume, be subject to amndl- 
fied application to the great variety of cases which will arise, each with its pesuliir 
facts. 

It has already been settled, by repeated adjudications of the courts, that when 
a party holding a tiokel entilling him to transportation between Ihe points namel 
thereon, enters a passenger car of Ihe compony by which it waa issued, and coo" 
menccs his journey, he must complete Ihe journey then, commenced without delovi 
by the way ; that the ticket cannot be used upon one train for a part of the iltr- 
tance, and upon another for the remainder, witliout the consent of the company. 

A different rule, liowever, has obtained as to what are termed through liekei^, 
extending over several lines constituting one route. The holder of such a lickti 
may stop at the end uf each line for a reasonable time before rcBuming his iounic; 

A through ticket ia issued, however, to one person, and ia evidence that Un 
holder Ihereof is entitled to transportation over the several lines whose conpini 
compoaa the ticket, from the point of starling tu the point of destination - and wbei 
used upon any of the linea by the holder, it ia valid in his hands over tlie enlin 
route, but is not trans ferrable to another person without the consent of the oumpaiUB 
Jwuing it. The contract is to carry the person holding the ticket Ihe entire !>)- 
ittace, and not to carry dVHOTftuV ^MaQQa«\iQ'ioa^,from time to time, |ir«sMiii

The difliouUj, liowevBr, of eslaWishinB the fact that a coupon presented upon 
one line was a part of a oontlnuous ticket, one of the coupoas of which haa been 
used upon another line, as well as the difficulty of eatablishiog the fact that such 
coupons havo been- stolen, or improperly obtained, haa oompelled transportation 
companiES to submit to innumerable fmuds, when such submission was the alterna- 
tive of assuming tlie burden of proving facte of which it was almost impossible 
for them to have actual knowledge, when it was necessary to decide as to the course 
lo be pursued. So common have Ihe frauds become, that tlieir frequency Is some- 
times urged OS a reason why llie law shottid not afford compnnies protection agningt 

As to tickets wliioh have been stoleii tVom the ticket oEBce of n. company and 
placed in cireulation, I suggest thai, when they are left in such coudilion that 
manual transfer only la noceBsary to Bet them atloat as apparently valid tickets, a 
court would not be disposed to award lo a company protection as against a iono 
Jidc holder, which would not be given lo any other lawful holder who had been 
deprived of the possession by a felonious act. 



When, however, tickets are left in Ihe office in suoh

It is safe 
to assume that the innocent holder of a slnlen ticket, complete in form and eieou- 
tion when taken from the office of a company, will be protected ; while it will be 
held otherwise as to tickets atolen in an incomplete form, and made saleable ooly 
by the doing of some act which is equivalent to forgery.

Second. But if a passenger holds a ticket wbich has been either lost or stolen, 
imd has oome into possession of the same innocentl;, and in good foith, the rail- 
roFid aompaoy is obligeil to accept the ticket and carry the passenger. The law 
TfLll impose no burden upoD the innocent kolda: But the burden must rest upon 
the road, or the indivlduallosing (be ticket, or fruni whom the same may have been 
slolen. Tbey will be presumed Id hare been negligent in liHting or ullowiag the 
ticket to be stolen, and must bear the burden. J 

Third, The company ordering another to dishonor any ticket, must become I 

liable for all damages or costs of litigation. If the company directed to dighouor I 

the ticket s^ts merely in aocordance with the orders, the oompany issuing the I 

orders heconiea the principal in all the aols, and the oompanj obeying or carrytng 
out the orders the agent. The rule is well settled that the principal is liable for 
the acts of the agent, when the latter acta strictly within the line of his employ- 

The foregoing toucbea but briefly the polnta of jour inquiry, and, but for laok

!. In my opinion a railroad company is bound, prima facie, to carry a psaseu- 
ger holding a ticket that baa been loai or atolon. A railroad ticket ia governed, in 
reference to the question of ownership, by the same rules that regulate commer- 
cial paper. It passes by delivery, and the only question to he considered is, 
whether or no it ia in the hands of an innocent purc)iaser. If the balder obtaiaa 
it innocently, he ia protected, no matter wbelher it has beeu lost or atoleo. And 
eierj person in possession of n ticket is entitled to the benelit of the presuioption 
of bis innocence. If, when such a ticket waa preaented, the conductor had satis- 
factory evidence that a person presenting a ticket had found it, or had stolen it, or 
had obtained it knowing it to have been found or stolen, he would be justified in 
refusing it. Yet this would be u hazardous step, unless the evidence was clear and 
aatiafactary. My opinion, therefore, may be thus staled in brief: that ibe inno- 
cent holder of a lust or slolen ticket is entitled to ride upon it ; but if be ia not an 
innocent bolder, he ia not. And this answers your lirst and second questiona. 

2. If a company orders another company to dishonor a lieket, for any cause, 
the last company ia liable, in fhe first insi*nce, to the peraon presenting the ticket, 
if he was an innocetit holder, and had the rigbt to ride upon it ; but the companj 
giving the order is ultimately liable to the one executing it for whatever damages 
may be thereby incurred. The last company becomes the mere agent of fhe first in 
executing its orders.

I answer : First. A railroad ticket in the usual form, and complete in alt 
respectii, and ready far use, is in contemplation of law a Dsgotlable inaCrumcnt, 
possessing the incidents of negotiability that uaiially attach to bank or oth« like 
paper. The title to bucIi instruments passes simply by delivery. Hence, such 
ticket, in (lie hands of nii innocent holder, is good, and the holder thereof hai 
properly in il, nod will by law he protected in the proper and legitimate use of i 

Secondly. The sale of ooupon tickets (under the usual arrangements between 
Oompaoiea) to carry paaaeogcr? over other roads under separate and distinct i 
Bgemenl, in lav oonstitutes the company selling such tickets, the agent of the 
pany for whose road llie tickets are sold. Hence, the expense of litigation 
damages resulting fhtm the dishonor of such tickets in the hands of inm 
holders, n-il! fall on the company for whoae road Buch tickets were issued. 

The question, as I understand yon, is (his : Suppose the C, B. £ Q. Boilrood 
issue to tbeir agents, to put on sale, tickets over connecting lines to San Froacisoo, 
aud seme of those tickets are stolen. The 0., B. & Q. Company notify the com- 
panies for whose roads auoh tickets were sold ^say U. P. and C. P.) not to honor 
them, because they were lost or stolen.

I understand the rule of law to be this: That a railroid oonductor is bound 
to receive the licfeflt from the puBseoRer when tendered in paymant of paasage, 
onlesa the conduotor lias actual knnir1e<ige that the ticket was stoien or lost, and 
that the one who offara it to him ia not an innocent holder thereof for vaiue.

If the contract is easenlially one for the sale of a ticket, and the ticket is a 
negotiable instrument, transferable by mere delivery, like a promissory note pay- 
uble to bearer, then an innocent holder of the ticket, though it be one lost or 
Itolen after issua. is entitled to have it honored, just as the innocent holder of a 
stolen proniissory note, payable lo bearer, is entitled to payment.

To what extent the contmnn law has been modilied,' either in reapeol to the 
general prinoiples regulating the asBignment of clioses in action', or in respect la 
tliu particular eontnict for carriage of a railroad passenger, of whioti we now treat, 
can only be decided by reference to the jurlspnulence of the particular Stale where 
the contract of oarrlago was made and the ticket issued. 

I1 is to(i much the fashion — a fashion carefuU; fostered for obvIoiiB purposes 
by compilers of law hooks and legal bouksellers^lo atisiimc that there is a general 
hodj or eorpui of jurisprudence as to railmids, prevalent throughout the Unileil 
Statra, Sucli ia fsT ^m being tbe caee. There are really as many bodiM of rail- 
road laws as tliere are SinteB, each having its own jurisprudence on the subject, 
partly statutory, partly arising from decisions, nr, oB a disciple of Benlham would 
say, judge-made. It is possible to say, with more or less degree of certainty, what 
il tlie law on any particular question in New York, Massachusetls or Pennsylvania ; 
possibly to say bo with a lesser degree of certainly only in Missouri, and still less 
in Kaiisaa, hL'cuuse (he volume of the judge-mode law in each of the latter States is 
still comparatively auiall, and leaves many poials stiU open to judicial interpre- 
Ullon. 

Hence (ho obvious necessity that auj question as to a lost or stolen licket 
should speoil^ the )>lace of issue, and thus nkrrow tbe inqairy to the law only of 
that parlieular State. 

ADOtlier qu«sticn. which ia of the nioat diliicuU eliaracler also, nnderliea (his 
whole »iubjeol : that is, whether the terms printed on a ticbet fomi a |ibk of the 
contract. If the ticket is a mere token Ibat a contract hai beeu made, then noth- 
ing printed on it ia a part of the calitract, that being cantplcte before ihetickctis 
issued. On the ciher hand, if ibe terms printed on the ticket are a part of tht 
conlraet. then the first inquiry in every cnsc will relate to the exact form and 
terms of the ticket itself.

Our opinion, bo frtr as an; opinion oan be given on queries atateil In such 
general terms, ia us follows: 

1. That an ordinur; eontrAcl for curriage of e. pa^iaenger is not aasignftble at 
nil. and inures onlj to tlie benefit of ILe tniTeler with wbom il is made, and tbat a 
ticket roerel; indicatlug date, route, clc, is a mere (oken, ond doI a uotittact, and 
valaeiess Id everj one but tlie original purchaser. 

2. But that a ticket speoifyiDg that it entitles the beartr lo travelia, in the 
fullest aenee, a negotiable instrument. 

8. Allhongh Ilia tiokal is negntiabie gene ally, it is not negotiable unless regu- 
larly isaued, nor in parts, after perfurmauoe ban once commenceJ ; the negotiability 
iu the ease of a coupon ticket begins when it is issued, and ends when it is first 
presented and pcrformnnee claimed by the bearer. Hence, coupon tickets made 
STailuble to bearer, aluleu and suld alter a regular Issue, but before being used, are 
good ; but when stolen before isBued, or when partly used, are not good. 3'liufl, 
lickela avttilable lo bearer, lost or stolen from the ticket case, or lost by or stolen 
from a traveler after one or more coupons are detached, may be safely repudiated. 
When lost or stolen, however, after a regidar issue, and before any coupon is de- 
tttched, they cannot be safely repudiated. 

4. The terms printed on an ordinary tii'ket are not binding oa tlie purchaser, 
not are Ihey any pari of the contract, as such, though they will be, if tbe usage of 
the company to issue tickets in audi form, m- the particular terms of the ticket in 
tjueation oen be brought home lo the knowledge of the passenger. The contract 
between the original parlies is cegulateil either by the uaaga of the eompuny when 
known lo the traveler — and it will be cunolutively jiresumcd to be known lo the 
traceler, when shown by the published regulations of the common carrier, because 
it is the duty of the traveler to consult, them (Uielrich vs. Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co., 71 Pcnn., 43) — or by an eipress eonlraci signed by the traveler, which may be 
shown either by his signature, indorsed upon the ticket itself at the time of ptir- 
chase [bal not nflencard^), or by a previous written application. 

5, If, however, the company ohooses to issue a negotiable ticket, the ticket 
itself will express (he terms of the contract, and bo far as it does not show ^uoh 
terniHi they will be regulated by the usage of the company's business, and the law 
of tlie place of iasue, of all which the purchaser of a negotiable ticket has lo take 
notice. Rut a negotiable ticket will not, in the hands of a third person, be affected 
by the terms of a special ccnlracl signed by the original purchaser, because such a 
special contract ia Inconsistent with the negotiable cha,T&cU£c 'vi'iada^^tb <%«w^fiK^ 
issuing the liokel rolunlarilj gives to it.

2. That all ticketB should profess to entitle thi purchaser, not the beirer.lv 
travel ; should stale thai Ihej are not Iransferable, and thpil tliey arv issued tvinta 
to the published regulnlions of the company; ami when the prevention oflraffioiB 
such liokolfl is sufficiently to be fennsd lo niuke estra preco.ii linos desirable, ndi 
ticket should bear the name of tlie purchaser. 

3. That in case of coupon tickets, each coupon should state iLat it ia iasutd 
anhjeot lo Iht res'ilalions of the eompaa!/ ovrr ickoie road it U good, and not lo lit 
regulations of the issuing company merely. 

4. And when tickets of a peculiar description are issued, not proiideil fortj 
general regultti inns, I hej should be issued only on an application signed by ilis 
purchaser, or ahuuh! bear an acce|ilnnoe of tbeir terms, signed at the time of issut 
by (he purcliaser in the presence of the tialcet oleik. It appears to an howetcr 
that if proper general regulations are once framed, this would be rarely neeemifr. 

Every passenger agent should insist on coupons issued by other roads for trtfrf 
over his rood being issued in a form prescribed by himself, and not in the uniform 
skeleton tbrm usually adopted. 

In this respect liie livrets, or little books of consecutive pages, used in Euni|<, 
are much superior lo the form of coupon ticket u(<ed here, as thay enable each wn- 
pany to give full information us to their regulaliuna.

Henoc, the road issuing the coupon cannot on/n- the former, ila prinoipol, to 
dishonor the coupon ; it can only notiiy the former that the coupon is lost or stolen, 
as the case may be, atid perhaps also notify the principal rood that it (the agent 
road} mill not be debited with the prioe of coupoaa, oa to which such notice woa 

It is by DO means clear tliat the cotBpany dishonoring a coupon at the request 
of another hae any redress for damages that may arise. To malce out auch a CDsa 
it would be necessary to allege a breach of duty, or some negligence on the part of 
the agent (issuing company) lowariia Ha principal (the carrying company). Where 
the facta are e<|ually within the knowlege of both, the priucipal, not the ageul, 
takes the risk. 

The natnro of the contract between the issuing and (he oarryiiig road in the 
particular case must be clearly defined before the question can be solved ; it must 
be settled what authority ia giveii to the issuing company, and what obligations it 
incurs to the carrying company for the cualody of the tickets, their form, elc. 

It appears to ua that no company should allow coiipona oyer its road to be sold 
by another company without express authorily, which should be giveu by a circular 
of instructions, the terms of which would, by the issuing company acting upon it 
and selling coupons, under the authority thus given, become part of the contract of 
agency between the parties. One of these terms should be that all tickets issued 
by ibe agent road, and collected, should be debited to it, uuless eipresa notice to 
dishonor any ticket was given, and then that the issuing road should indemnily the 
carrying roaii for obeying such notice. 

We may further remark, that the practice of taking up tickets ordered to be 
dishonored is an objectionable one, and that this course should never be adopteil 
without an indomity from the oompany or person directing it. The pi'oper. and 
na a rule the safer, course, is for the couductor to refuse the ticket and collect fare, 
leaving the passenger to do what he likes with his ticket, but marking on it 
■' refused, as stolen,' or nlialever the fact may be. 

Tickets stolen from a traveler should, in the absence of special circumalancos, 
be taken up only on a proper indemnity being given by the loser : the best course 
is for the matter to be left with the police authorities, who, by arresting the holder, 
relieve the company dishonoring the lickels of any civil liability; or let the traveler 
replevy the ticket himself.

It is found that he might have read it at 
the end of the oar, or by the lights on the pier, or on the ferry-boat, and it is 
claimed that ho shnnld hare done so, and if diesatiaBed shoiili! have expressed dla- 
Bont. If he had done so, and in the hustle and confus'on incident to such occasiuns, 
could have found the messenger and demanded his baggage, the latter might have 
oiaimed that the cotilract was completed, and he hutl a right to perform it and 
receive the compensation. * • * 

" My conclusion is tliat no contract was proved.

The posaeaBiOD of the lickct ia prima fade evitlence that tlic holder is enlilkil 
to the benefila of the conlrocl of which it is a tokeiii aud eome (enns of which it 
eipreaaea. This prBsumplion can be rebutted b; proof thnt Ibe holder ia not 
entitled to the bcnafita of the contract, that be baa alolen or found the ticket when 
lost : but whether tbe tioket is a loft or stolen one, a holder in good faith ie entitled 
to the benefit of Ibeoonlractof which it ia the token, and of wbicli it ia in a greater 

sa degree llie elidence. 

Tliird. When one company orders another Lo dishonor an; tickets, npon 
which campnny reata the Itnal liahllily fiir damages, or oosta of litigation, if any 
result from exeoiitlng such order! 

This is the case of a principal who contracts with a ibird party lo do an net 
through his agent, and aubsequent'j' directs bis aj^nt not to perform the act. Tlie 
final lifbility for damages resta with the principal. 



Property in a railroad tioket passes by delivery. The finder of auch tiokel, or 
ene who bua stolen it, has no title hituself aa against the rightful owner. Still, if tbe 
finder or thief sell it to a hnna fide holder. Ihnt is, a holder for value, without 
notice or knowledge of the loss or Ihell, auch l-ona finde holder or iunocent pur- 
chaser will hold ngitinst the original holder. 

Tberefore, I am of the opinion that "a railroad company is obliged to parry \ 
passenger ho1<liug a lost or stolen ticket," provided aucb pasaengeris not the Gna'er 
or thief, or person who purohaaed the ticket from the finder or thief with notice of 
the loss or ihefl. 

This includes a full answer to the aecond question, that is to say : the rkilnxd 
oenipiny is obliged to carry a passenger who is an innocent holder of a lost or 

Btolen ticket. 

The third question is very difficult to answer. "When one company ariiirt 
another to dishonor." etc. If 1 am lo understand by ibis thai such relaliona may 
eiisE. or do eiist, between railroad companiea, thai one company nmit obey the 
ordera of the other aa to what kind of tickets shall be received or dishonored, then 
I am inelineil lo iliiok ibal the compnny giving meh erdrn would be reoponsiblc lo 



the comptmy obeying the order far any damages or cosU of litigation resulting from 
obeying Buch order. One company would be responsible to the other company. 
The perBOn receiving tlie injury would recover such damages and cost rrom the 
flompany inllictitig the injury, not from tlie company ordering the dishonor of the 
Ticket. To use a cloasical phrase, "eiery tub must sland on its onu bottom," and 
in I he sbsenseof some expross obligniion entered into by one company to indemnity 
the other, the company doing the damage would be held to strict aocounlabiUty for 
cost, etc., imd would suffer the loss. In any event, the company actually doing tlie 
injury is responsible to the person injured for damages and cost. Whether the 
compaoy which does tlie injury in obedient<e to orders from another compnny oui 
recover the damages and cost from the company giving the order, depends a!lq- 
gether on the fAot whether the company malting the order has agreed to indemnity 
the company obeying suoh order for damages, etc., that, nuiy result from dishonor- 
ing the ticket.

This question is but an illustration of the remark I have just made. Tou em- 
brace in it a "lost or stolen ticket," as if, without regard to ciroumslancea, lo. 
itolea tickets would stand upon the same footing. Bo f^r from this being the case, 
you can readily see that "lost " tickets may Ihemaelvea prcaent different questions. 
One may be presented which liaa been bought and paid for at a regular ticket oSce 
of Ihe company, and lost by the purchaaer before be has used it. If the finder of 
that ticket presented it lo a conductor, nothing appearing to dialinguish it from 
oIJier^etiuiDe tickets, or to give itie conductor notice of the actual facts about it, I

would conaidei- it quite unBife for bim to reftise to carry ibe passenger upon it. It 
would be almost inxpoasible in 9ucb case to protect (lie company flgainaL liability, for, 
in the ordinarj mode of sailing tickets, even the Bgent who Hold them could not 
identify the particular ticket bh sold to a pai'tiaular individual, if even eslabliahing 
that fact would protect it. Another may be prafenlcd wbicli an agent of the com- 
pany has lost from bis custody by accident or misfortune, and which he may be able 
to identify — u, (ickel never sold by the oompany, for vihioli it has raoeiied no value, 
and of the loss of which the conductor may have notice. In such case I would not 
beaitale to instruct the conductor to refuae to carry the pasaenger upon it, and run 
the risk of an aclioti, trusting to the circumBlancea developed upon the trial to 
show that such a holder would not be entitled to the benefit of the ticket 

As to stolen tickets, (he aame diversity of circumstances may surround such 
tickets. Whenever tickets haie been stolen from the company's possession, how- 
ever, and they are capable of identification, I would not besilate to instruct con- 
duclors to refuse to curry upon them, running the risk of action by the holders, 
fur in nearly every case the facts would develop enough Id prevent the party from 

Cing the rights of an innocent holder. 
Obis brings me to your second question : 
• Whether the f^t of a pasaenger being an innocent holder affecta that obliga- 
and how ?' ' 

The question assumes that there may be an innocent holder of lost or stolen 
tickets. The hnder of a lost ticket may be considered on innocent holder. I 
kniw of no obligation upon him to return it to the company. The holder of a 
stolen ticket may be innacenl in the sense of not having commilted the theft. He 
Btaybave purchased it from the thief, or the thief's accomplice, and paid his money 
in good foith, but yet, I think, purchasers of railroad tickets from any other persons 
than the regularly authorized agents of the companies, are not entitled lo claim the 
same rights that are accorded lo innocent holders of negotiable securities that may 
have tieen put upon the market through theft, and finally reached innocent holders. 
Railroad tickets are not property negotiable in the same sense as are railroad or 
government bonds, or the coupons attached to them, or mercantile bills of exchange 
or notes. They are offered for sale only at recognised and authorized offices. In 
some of the States (heir sale by any utiicr than authorised agents is prohibited by 
law. Their offer for anle, then, by any other than such authorized agents should 
of itself put the purchaser on inquiry as lo how they were obtained, and if he 
purchase from such person, he would do it at his risk. The cases would be very 
few indeed in which any rule would be necessary as to innocent holders.

These considerations lead me to the opinion that not with si an ding the company 
from which a coupon ticket is slijlen is responsible for those coupons over other 
lines, and is also liable for all costs that may result from its order to dishonor them, 
jet that such costs should not be sliared by the other lines inlereated in the ticket.

Great Wcsteni Railroad, on the question of adopting a 
basis for excursion rates to the Centennial Exhibition : 

jar. Premdenl and Otnllemtn: 

Tlie Lumlrodtli jmr of Ameriaan □u.tionalit}' ix OQ era suoh ua has never before 
oacurrwl in (lie Lietory of llie haman race. It preaenta aapect^a of moral, potllioal 
&n<] hiBtoricitl xrandeur unequaled in any nge. 'Fbis arises not becsiiise it ia od 
era in one nation, nor becauae it ia an evidence of material prasperitj, but because 
it is an era in buinan prop'esa, tinil, oe sueli, every race and nationality of manliood 
ia inlerecitod in it. It (ii'at and most grandly points to us the only free and great 
and sucr^eaaful republic on earth. It is Ihe republic among nationa^ — all others were 
built upon the conquest and opproaaion of peoplca. This alone stands out of all 
time, from the olaaaic to the modem ages, the only land where the people govern, 
and oppression does not dwell. The hundredth year in aiieh a country ia a fact 
known and reoogniied among all intelligent men as an era not merely in ono oouu- 
trj, but in the progress of mankind. There is another aspect uf this centennial, 
vhieh concerns all thnae engaged in the great practical srta of locomotion and of 
oommeroe, and of traDsmitling iotelligence. Ooe hundred years ago none of these 
prftolical arts in their present form existed. Neither steamboat nor telegraph were 
known or beard of. If Ibia great valley of the Mieeiasippi now teems with popu- 
lalioii, if the wilderness blooms with civilization, if the poor immigrant finds a 
happy home where all until lately was a savage wild — it is largely, if not alto- 
gether, due to those practical arta which have made the transmission of both persona 
and intelligence cheap, 

Tlieae arta did not exist until within thia century, and it ia in America that 
thej have found llieir largest and most worthy developments. Some of them were 
invented here, and all have found liere their proper and heat home. Turn lo two 
or three leading facts, and you will see how intimately Ibis American Centennial 
is connected with the great art of locomotion. In the United States to-day are 
75.000 miles of railroad, all of which has been the work of only forty yeara, and 
it ia the grandest oonlributioti to material prosperity whieh was ever made in one 
age of mankind. Again, we find this voat power of steam land-carriage contribut- 
ing to feed Europe, and to make our great cities possible; for unleas the grain fields 
of the Missisaippi valley had been opened up, how could Europe, or our own cities, 
hftve received their large supplies of food, which now make the greatest elements 
fu thedr prosperity? And how, or when, would those fields be uultivoled, if their 
products could not be carried quickly and cheaply lo the market? We sec. then, 
that it is in America that these great practical arts of locoiaotion and commerce 
havedeveloped most largely and most beneficially. This ia, in itself, a demonstrn- 
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tloQ IhBl u republican gaTeramenl ia tLe best adapted lo the deTdopa 
Daeful and Ilie valuable in riie pnicticiLl affairs of liumau society. It ia tl 
alralioii the world sees in America. It is this granil cxiiibilioa of human fi 
■rhicU the world ftdmirea, and wliieli (he world is followinK-

What, then, is to be the practical conseqiienoe of this? What are 
First of all, we reoogniio ibat there will be muUitudua of people gathered llwij 
If there ware only a moderate portion of onr own people there, it, would \>tti 
multitude ; a congregalion auch as was never asaembled here — -we t>elievF nl 
assembled anywhere. But we know that even at the most moderate estjinate, l) 
must be tens of thousands from other countries. This, Ihei), is Ihe lir^t ttO. ftl 
next is, that from whatever quai'ter they may aome, whether of o 
countries, however short or long the distance, Ihey muat come tu t 
nilroad. 

Hence, it is the railroad which makes all this possible. It 
which will be itself the greatest thing there, and which will itself represent lfc*if|_ 
Ihe country, and (he world of Ihe nineteenth century, and the centennial ('•B 
greatest event of modem times. What, then, is the duty of the railroidlt 1 
ahow their own power, as well as to aeeui-e their own profits, they ahouU u 
possible means of eecuring the snocesa of this graod undertaking. SuceeaislH 
the attendance of (he greatest number of people, and the greatest salis&oljoa U' 
public mind. If these are attained, the success of the railroads will be *l 
that of the exhibition. A vast country, extending over three millions of K|< 
miles, and intersected by seventy-five thousand milea of railroad, will (rest 
ing forth its multitudes to the great Centennial, borne along with a rapiililjH 
«heapnesB unknovra in any former age of the world. To do this the railroi^^ 
adapt themselves both to the spirit and the fbcls of Ihe occasion. The spirit <" 
great an occasion requires that they should take the people from their

aid (he Cenlenniol anil aid the roada. The papulalioti oF iho United States ia now 
OTer fortj'three millioDs. What portion of lliat vast number will attend the Cen- 
lennial T The people of this aountry embody fewer of the very rich, or of (he Tery 
poor, than Ihoae of any oilier country. There are n few rich who can go at any 
rate of fare, and there are many poor who cannot go at all. 

The great body, howcTcr, couiposed of farnjers, merchants and mechanioa, cnn, 
and generally will, go at niodenite rates of fare. That class of people in the West 
cotled Grangera, and who are now embodied in large aocieties and organizations, 
would be disBruied of their jealouBies, and doubtless attend in large numbers, If 
they found the policy of the milruads libera! and patriotic. There can be no ery 
of monopoly when the railroada hate come within the limits of a moderate profit, 
in order that the people may go up lo the great national fealival — see and enjoy the 
glorious resnlts of a hundred years of freedom. Another aod more practical thing 
before us ia lo consider in what manner and with what olgeots these people are 
likely to come. They will come from all quarters and direclioua, and they will come 
with a, deaire to see other places and other objects than those of the Centennial. 
The great Northwest will send its tens of thousands by the Norlhcra line. The 
South will come up on the Southern lines, through the Carolinas and Virginia, 
vhlle the rnlley of tbo Obio will send its people over (he great trunk linea to the 
East. Thus every railroad in the vouutry will have sometliing to do in the carriage 
of that vast caravan which, during the summer, will be moving on to tbe Centen- 
nial. It becomes us, then, to harmonize, aa far as possible, both the wishes of the 
people and the mutual interests of (he roada. To do thia we must look a little at 
vthat moat of these visitora would like to see. Tens of tliousands will be tliere who 
never left the West or South. Hence, they will naturally like to see. and will 
oome with that object, other of the great sights east of the mountwns. They will 
like to ace New York, and the Falla of Niagara, and Iho greater lakes. This tliey 
can do at cheap rates, if the roads will agree upon circular tickets between fised 
points East and West, This plan has been recently adupted in Europe, so that 
par(iB8 leaving New York can now make lite tour of the moat interesting parts of 
the European continent very oboaply. as compared with the furmer cost. This, 
however, can only be done by (he most complete harmony among tbe varioua inter- 
ests, and by snub^iro rata rates as will make it the interest of the lateral as well 
an the trunk lines to carry the visitors to the interesting parts of the country. 
However just or great may be the power of any central lines to make their own 
rates, it ia plain that the number who go over them will be increased or diminished 
by the focilitiea and inducements giveu the visitora by the lateral as well aa the 
main linea. Thia Aasooialion, repreaenting the railroads of the United States and 
the Canada?, has met here for the purpose of adopting rules fur the government of 
passenger Iransporlation during tbe time of holding the Centennial exhibition, and 
for the purpose of harmonizing conflicting interacts, so that the business shall be 
conducted to the satisfaction of both the railroads and the public; and further, for 
the purpose of entering into an arrangement with each other, so that the different 
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lines of railwaj eaa work harmoniouBlj, and obbun a fhir rerenue for ths wrvjoe 
rendered, and secure for each road a ttir proportion of the busineaii, a result very 
desirable at Ihia time for manj reasons, but one whicli caoaot be attuned unless the 

different interests are witling te make ooncessions for [he mutual good. The man- 
agemeoc of the line which I have the honor lo reproscal, expects notluDg bat what 
U Juel to eter; other interest involTed ; but if the two trunk lines commanding the 
approaclies to Pliiladelphia persist in carrying out the policj indicated b; them in 
regard lo exchange of business wilb competing lines, I fail lo see bow anything can 
be accomplished at this meeting. In this t am conlident that I express the viewa 
of a majority of those directlj interested in the matter. The only plan which will. 
in tnj opinion, prove satisfactory not only to the railways, biil also to the public, is 
that of the largest possible interchange of business between competing lines. Fnder 
such an arrangement the public would oblain inoreased facilities, and it would be 
an inducement fur iDCreiiaed patronage. Compeltng lines would be enabled lo enter 
Philadelphia directly, as all lines would have one common approach. Excepting 
on this basis, I know of no way by which northern lines can protect their interests, 
as tbey would, under any other system, be practically ruled out of the Centennial 
business, a course which t am conhdent will not be permitted. It may be claimed 
that the Philadelphia lines have a perfect right to exchange or decline business 
with competing lines, as they may see fit. Under ordinary cireumstauceB this 
would ho correct: but at this time we have to provide for an extraordinary occa- 
sion, diverting, as it will, an entire season's travel, and requiring special rules and 
terms of agreement to carry it through successfully. If the claim of the Phila- 
delphia trunk lines, tbnt they have a right tu oichange business with whom Ihey 
please, is u^lmitted, the iguestion naturally arises, why are we asked to join them 
on equal terms in every olher respect i and why have we not as good a right to 
decline all agreements, and each act independent of the other? I do not think any 
one here desires to discuss the matter from such a stand-point. Tlie interests 
involved are so important, and a disagreement so certain to be followed by aerioas 
oonsequences, that it is safe to presume that all the representalires assembled here 
will act for this occasion without regard lo established rule and precedent, accept- 
ing facls as they find them, and advocating and voting for a new departure, so that 
all lines uiay bo dealt with fairly. 

Under an agreement for a reasonable rate of fare on tickets east by one line 
and west by another, as well as tickets for a round-trip over one rood, I am willing 
to commit the management uf the road I represeut, and act in harmony with other 
lines. Ill the absence of such an agreement, I Ihink it proper to stale plaitily that 
we will not he bound by any arrangements made here or elsewhere.

bpiidwa; until ab:>ut ISS-I — a jear which wu prolific of progreiialve idooB. The 
Biici»Bsful use ol' steam locomotiTen vaa Mo amp li shed in Frauce in 182S, and in 
this country three jenra later. In the aftoie jear (1820) six miles of the Charleaton 
& Hamburg (ti. C.) Railroad n&s completed, and, stimulated hj the offer of a, ii'iOO 
priie, a brilliant inventor constructed a locomoliTo horse-poner, the horse norkiDg 
on an end leas-chain platform. But the spirit wiia awake, and no such trifling 
woold answer the demand of the times. That year witnessed tlie iutroductiou of 
the steam locomotive on the Delaware k Hudson Canal Company's road at Hones- 
dale — its first successful use in this country. lu this year, alio, the steam loeomo- 
liye passed from the partial realiialion of a crude idea to Ihe fullness of assured 
suocess, 1)j the introduction of improiemeuts which, for importance, have Dot been 
exceeded iu the subsequent remarkable history of this motor. I refer to Ihe multi- 
tubular boiler, the exhaust blast, and the direct connectlou of the sleam cylinders 
10 one aile and one pair of wheels. The coaches for passengers at this time were 
after the model of stage coaches, and the goods wagons were what that name im- 
plies. Since that beginning in 1S29, the child has grown to be a giant. There 
have been improTemenla in the sliding valve, improved brakes and platforms, 
improved carriages with luxurious appointments, improvements in way. T rail. 
rnllBd steel, fish-bnr joint, and a thousand applianoes, have added efticienoy, safety 
and comfort. Since that duj of small things, a mighty empire has grown up, with 
railroads for its chief highways. The people of the East, only fifty years ago, 
found the value of their productions counter-halanced by the cost of transportation 
within an extremely short radius, and the earlier history of Ihe colonies and origi- 
nal States shows how they were confined to the shores of the sea or Ihe navigable 
rivers, here as elsewhere in the world. The Inlroduction of railroads changed the 
scene. The unfruitful barrens of llie Eastern slope, from whose unwilling soil our 
fathers had wrung their subsistence, were deserted fur tlie vast fertile savannas 
of the iuterior. Wild animals and men gave place, as if by magic, to Ihe appli- 
ances of peaceful arts and the homes of enlightened peoples. Ten thousand miles 
of road, now in existence, were projected and built, not to meet the necessities of 
existing settlements, bat to redeem and prepare a country in advance for the 
incoming hordes of the East, As a civilizer and a peacemaker, the railway was 
found to be the .most successful of all mechanical appliuuoes, and a valuable 
auxiliary to the missionary and philanthropist. The East and West shook hands. 
The Indian prostrated himself while the Pacific train thundered by, and thought it 
the chariot of the Qreiit Spirit. Qcntle showers distilled on phiins that before 
knew not the dew. The muuutaias yielded treasures, and the plains their cattle. 

In this hundredth year of the Republic, and forty-seventh year of successful 
railway enterprise, the United Slates has in aolive operation 75,000 miles of rul- 
rond, representing an investment of nearly five thousand millions of dollars. Half 
a million men are engaged in maintaining and operating these roads, and live per 
cent, of our whole population depend upon this industry alone for their daily 
bread. The system has given rise to many auxiliary industries ; lias made politica! 
and social unity possible in a vast domain, and its tendency here, as elsewhere in 



Ilie world, ii tomrd the homogenaitj of peoples, the aBsimilBtion of run 
odTlncement of the arts, fnid lo peace and good will among men. As an t^l 
to mllitairy sLraleg;, Uie railwn.; doubtless performs tin iinporlaDC offioe; but h 
proTenter of nriliturj iieceasUies, it is ereii more importiiDt. The iron buiUi 
oommerca are Btronger than prejudice; the conaervntisDi of trade muri? poLemlha 
fiery lo^o. Vie cannot, nithoiit Tiolence to our feelings, fight the men tl vlii 
tables we sit, and whose wine we linye tasteii. Nor do we stir up aerimeiijii 
the men who buy our products und sell U8 luiuries. Yet all this interchuipl 
tween eepiirsle pcoplae i* more eommon now (han it was twenlj-Gre jnn f 
between cillea of the enme State. It mny be thut the last great wore of ciiiliDai* 
have not yet been fought, but oertain it ia lliat most of the military 
of Europe are nminlained with reference to contingencies which are eret;;!* 
less liable to occur, Mexico has lately sslonished the world by the re-eteetion 
live President to a second term, a feat of civiliiation whi<:h that much-dliliiM 
StatA could h&rdly have accomplished but for the presence of the utuqaitont 

It wonld be pleasant to consider 'his agent of a grand benificence as fretN 
the blemislieB and hitches that afRict all other human schemes; highly poetitei 
cheerful, lo regard this new Siinem aa springing /ii/i armed tram the brain of IB 
nineteenth century; but, uuforiunutely, there are difficulties. The first nc 
of any railroad, the exercise in its behalf of the right of eminent domain.

Out of this grows, perhaps, aine-tenths oF the pelt; litignlioD 
which keeps every railroad uouipany in the cuutitry with a Iroop of lawyers iu its 
pay, and business for them in every court on its line. The lower and more access— 
ble oouris and their juries are liable to look at ibe poor individual on one Bide, and 
the nominally rich corporation on the other, and decide cases with little reference 
to any other circumstanoe. Then there is the difference of legal relations in difler- 
enl Slates. What is illegal in one may be no breach of law in another Slate,. 
Ihrough both of which the same railway passes. Contracts which are held of legal, 
force in one State are held of less Talidiiy in another on the s.nmB line of road..

Maritime law seems t( 
be tolerably well defined and underslood by those it most concerns, but it has had 
the wear and prescription of twenly-five bundred years. Can this country wah 
fbr generations to pass away while thirty or forty political aubdiviaiona eiperimeDl 
with a national system which is Ihe chief earner-stone of its wealth and security I 
Congress has already assumed powers under Ihe Constitution in the mailer uf the 
Pacific roads. As n matter of sound public policy, it will doubtless assume similorr 
powers in Ihe mailer of the Texas Pacific, which the people demand loboboih. 
The Const ill! lion originally empowered (he tiingresH to " provide for the common 
defense," " lo regulalo commerce among Ihe several Stales." " lo establish post- 
roads," and "to constitute tribunals inferior lo the Supreme Court." 

Suppose, under these powers and precedents, the Cougress should pass a gen- 
eral railway law, under which all future railway companies should be organized 
and the advantages of which should be an inducement to existing companies to- 
accept reorganization under its provisions. Suppose it should provide for a Bureaus 
of Inspection, Law, Engineering and Slalistiea. It might provide for Railway 
Courts, similar to the Admiralty Courts we already have, for the jurisdiction of 
United States Railway Courts in railway esses, for such legislation as will render 
the rights and liabilities of railway companies uniform throughout the United 
Stales. It would provide for codifying and publishing railway Ta-s*, miA -Ewjiat^'t. «*^

whole reeponaibililj doe« not rest direct!; on our Ehoulders, at lliis liiue it onn du 
no harm to speciilnte on the posaibllities oflhe future. Suppose, for iofltsnce, that 
the idea of a general combiiiation and organiiation of all the competing inlereats 
in the United Blales can be broiighl about. The xolTeut ami Ihe bankrupt, the 
Bnlerprising, Ihe lame and the lazy, are all proTided with a shari; of the com- 
petitive business, or the earnitigs from it; an arbitrary uniform tariff is maintained, 
and the whole husineBS of negoliutiun wllh the public resolves itself into a simple 
queetion and reply. Wuuld auoh a systeni possess nil h in itself Ibe elements to 
Dalurally perpoliiate it? There is nothing in it of necessity to regulate exorbilnnt 
local rates, or in any way to cbauge their present status. The great municipalities 
would »itil1 demand low rates and excesatre pririlegea as against the counlrj tnwua, 
ami against each other, and, unless their riews were consulted, more roads would 
he buili, iind there would be opportunity fur more pooling. Then, loo, actuated bj 
a cammon interest, with Ihe habit of suoceBsful concerted action, railway com- 
panies would more and more closely sHiliale ; would become less tronsecTatiTe in 
(heir management, and a. jealousy already aroused might gather point and force. 
jMight not thu great public come to regard this combination and organisation of 
biUiana of capital in an enterprise which has its tiuger-mark on every man's lintel, 
as B standing menace, to beourlailed at every possible turn, to be legislated against, 
weakened in every way, and. perhnps, he resisted by more original and determined 
methods. And would not the other, then, in self-defense, be driven to do many 
things inconsistent with the best interests of all? All of us have great confidence 
in the good sense and free ways of Ihe American oitiien, but is it not just possible 
that he might come to fear I)ie giant whose aid he bad invoked? Would not sucl] 
ftn Inelastic system possess elements which, nursed to their legitimate maturity, 
would endanger liie security of a rather loose political eatato 7 And if tlie liusiaess 
of consolidation were not carried quite to this extent, would it not fail, in a meas- 
ure, of its object? But if more combioation should fail to cure tlie evils which all 
admit to exist ; if wc discover that the difficulties inbere to the general plan ; that 
compromises will not ahange Ibcm ; that their natural growth is worse instead of 
better ; that llie built of railway manngement is to reconstruct to-day on liie ruins 
of what we liuilded yesterday; when we have grown tired of this monotonous 
play, what next? 

We turn, by a natural antithesis, to consider what might be accomplished in 
an opposite way, and suggest the separation of the ownership and maintainanoe of 
railways entirely from Ilie business of conducting transportation. Suppose the 
real estate of railroads to remain, as now, in the hands of present companies, or 
othere able to own them. Iiet thenj be carefully maintained, under Government 
inspection, if necessary, and be thrown open, upon equilftble terms, for all wishing 
to engage in Ibe transportation of persons or properly, charging a loll for roail ser- 
vice so rendered. This would throw all the most difficult portion of the service 
open to the competitive enterprise of tbouaanijs of small proprietors. There would 
be power companies, to furnisii engines, fully manned, for every variety of service. 
There wonld be fast passenger lines, in psrliuular localities, oRcring every luiurioim 
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own kni teep the freight car? nfliiptea to thrir ub*. sTmiily^T^^ 
and hauling. IT large ehippers were not ealisBed with the term! 
conipanleB making it a. Bpt^ciulty. ihcy could do the business the 
STen terrus. The eleiucno af a lisalthy competitioD would be pos 
local trade, and Ihiil without danger to ibe great iiiianci«l ajatea 
which would pay for duing would be done. That whioh vould not 
not be done at the expense of other busiaesa, or of dietnnt and beljj 
John Doe and Richard Roe might, it is true, indulge in an 
ptweenger rates between New Turk and Fallerson, and Ibe said 1 
Roe to the wall, finnnciall?, and cause hig stock orpasaeuger ooachea 
by Ihe Sheriff; but the failure would not throw Wall street into c 
make half Europe blow its fingera, like a scalded child. The Bine L 
South Shore might pla; too manj smart tricks witii obcIi other, and c 
or both, climb the tree of " difficulty " ; but the great sea of Qoromercej 
nu more tumuli thereby than if n shoe firm in Boston, or a packiocJ 
cinnati, had gone up. Nor would Ihe cost nf Imuaportation be ni 
The old adage regarding the "little farm well liUeil." would have 
The Tast amount of suppliea neceasary to bo bouglit and eold i 
careful and economical inspection of direct ownera, would s 
and eventually to the public, the large sum which ia now p^d tub ront, if 
to agenta and ringa, in the shape of oammisaions, profits or steals. Tk 
of the proprietor would reduce to its utmost minimum that waste and 
wliich alwnys, in a greater or less degree, afflict great oorpurations, whi 
or priiate. Such a plan would enable small towns to build railnajg o| 
to place them in connection with adjacent leading roiitea ; and llie ft 
auch roads by municipal oorporalioBS would be free from the 
now urged with so much force against it. Farmera' clubs conM t 
aaseasiiig Ibeir memberabip in labor, lies, way, etc., for almost ■ 
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R than those wliicli afflict tlie presont moile. So radical a ohniige, liawever, ia not 
t Bkoly to occur at onoa, if ctor. Capital ia conBerralive, and capitaliatB proTerbiaUy 
I timid about change. It would bo difficult ftir the olaas of men in charge to nnder- 
I taike a sjslem of things which would certainlj deprive them of their own power and 
I influence, in a measure. In a country like ours, whore the military eatabliiihineDt 
I oSbra IriSing rewards for ability, beyond the chance of being unpoctically scalped 
; by a savage, and where political place ia frequently an unBoemly dependency, miher 
I than a position of honorable leadership, there really ia no acape for men of force 
and brains, who hafo not capital, except in the railway Borrice. And they have it 
; --QieTe. The succeaaful management of one of our great railwajs calls for all the art 
I wid capability of Slalecratl. There is propriety and place there for the highest 
'■derelopment of the best minds. There is law and bydrostalica, and political econ- 
' -oiny and engineering, and discipline and finance, and diplomacy, and, if the latter 
hM more attention than moral science, be sure there are not wanting managers' 
desks where the " word fitly spoken" haa done i1« silent office. Then there is the 
administration of affairs, and promotions by rank and for reward, and justice^ — 
. poetic, aomctimoB. Then there are railroad wars wliich, not unlike other wars, 
fiirm an important feature of our history. Like others, they cost a great deal, and 
' don't bring buck anything but glory ; and they are frequently, like other wars, the 
Teault of prejudice, bad information t^om unworthy sources, and are stimulated, 
like other wars, by the e^/ril-du-corpi of great organiiatioua, tiie approving shouts 
of the multitude, and the desperate valor of captains courageous as Artemue Ward, 
, who was boand to support the war to "the extent of sacrificing all his wife's rela- 
tions." Whether, if department officers themselves ftirninhed the cost, many of 
tbese CO es w uld be saved, wo may never know. Be it as it may, there

Were it possible for railways to accept leas rates than now and live; majite* 
not be a point below which I he cost of carriage cannot be reduced without wOriB( 
injury to large portions of a counlrj so varied in its resources and 
this? As powerf\il competing lines from the West and South to theEacib'' 
molUplied, and rales declined, we have seen ihe rapid concentration of we»Ui*' 
popniation on the Atlantic seaboard, in the great ccnlres of commerc* 
ture of the East. Of the entire increase of population in New England. NeirM 
New Jersey and Peunsylvania, for a period of twenty years. Ihe last censaa *• 
that over eighty per cent, was confined to three hundred cities and manntkctB' 
towns, and the increase in valuation was still greater in favor of these iobd'S 
cities. Is it not quite possible that much of tbe Western and Southern pl*^ 
which has been and will coDtiaae to be drawn lo the East for market and nun* 
lure by the conlinuei oVea^eittn^. of rates, might better be consumed at bw' 
a Western and So»>.\i6T'n ■ma.nntifiVttTiwt ■^^^iJi.iOT.t Old writeta on po* 
economy classified manWai aa -^vfAiiOfcts miijw.^«.o.-oiw»,>sii..^^a^,^^^

Since steam has separated the producer fl'om the possible coDsumer thoasands of 
miles, the " middle man" becomes ati important fhutor in the modern problem of 
economy. He is a necessity, juat ia proportion as the distance increases betveen 
the producer and consumer, and is a bardeo to both — adding to the coals of one, 
and reducing the proliU of the other. Whalaver bringa these two great claaeea 
togather saves this loss and benehtB bolli; and if exporienCB shall prove that the 
minimum of profitable carriage has already been more tliiin reached by our rail- 
ways between the East and West, what nmy now seem a calamity to the Western 
granger may prove a blessing — in forcing the hungry hordes of the East and of 
Europe to seek their cheap food in the West, and by the eatablisbment here of 
their manufactories aad workshops, build up and develop this vs^st and fruilfiit 
regioD, and secure a more equal distributiun of the population, weallb and power 
of the country. 

Let nie say in conclusion that railway corporations are not wholly blameless 
for the spirit of anlagonism which has been invoked against them. There are not 
wanting conspicuous cxaniplea of bad faith and broken pledges on tlieir part, by 
which public confidence has been forfeited. liy denying the public all proper 
knowledge of their affairs, they have converted our governments into inquisiliiiua 
which brook no concealment. By concealing the true fiaancial condition and 
necessities of our struggling railways, and by false stalemonts of their prosperity, — 
mode to float heavy Bocurities in Wall street,— they have aroused suspicion that 
the masses arc being plundered to enriub these corporations, and rendered it easy 
for communists and demagogues, backed by a majority of the eight thousand papers 
and periodicals of the country, to lead tbem against r^ways by cries of extortion 
and robbery. 

Since recent decisions prove that court 
to fallow the currents of popular sentiment, i 
ftn appeal to the love of justice and good 
must not underestimate the wealth and priwt 
with the producing classes. The agricultui

work out their destiny under that rule of exact justice to all which the experience 
of centuries has orystaliied into the CoioinoQ Law ; then these two great forces, — 
the producing classes and railway capital isls,— operating in harmony, will carry 
on the work of building up the waste places and developing the resources of our 
country lo grand results in the distant future which no eye can measure save that 
at Hiui '> whose vision sweeps the cycles of time, and compared with which human 
elgbt ia as the bat and llie mole."

A oordial greeting to the Association, Sorry am detsioed fVom allendance. I 
wish to invite attentinn to a p1nn for conducting eicurainn and tourist tmffic in Ihe 
intereBt of railway owners, bb distinguished from scalpers or Bpeculators : The idea 
being CO require signature lo a contract, in duplicate, at liie starting point, one copy 
thereof to be forwarded to Ihe ileatination (or return starling poini) ; the agent at 
starting point to sell ticket to such dcslinalion at full tariff rate, and give party an 
order on agent at dealinatlon fur return ticket, at such a per cenlnni of tariff rale 
8E, added to tiie fare one way, shall make the desired per eetilum of tariff rate for 
the round trip. 

On presentation of surh order by the party to whom the outgoing ticket was 
Bold, and on his cr her idenlificalion as the party signing the duplicate contract 
aforesaid, such agent shall sell a limited return ticket at the agreed rate, the limit 
not ia exceed forty-eight hours beyond schedule lime between Ihe starling and 
destination points. This idea is borrowed Irom the postal uioney-order system. I

Whether this 
would ooimlerbiLlance Ilie depletion other loottlitles would naSer, la one of the 
unsolved problems of milwaj eoonomy, which bills fair lo be a disturbing element, 
to n satisbctory adjuettnent uf tlie pending queatiou. 

Preliminary to any effort in (hat direction, each interested party mast decide 
pro ft, whether or not lo v/eite a proaenl adraul^e, or Buffer a lemporary deolina 
for Ibe general welfare. If each and eTery road cornea to the consideration of tbe 
matter with the determitiation to seek only the general good, and abide the calm 
sad matured judgment of the mnjorily so far as to give tbe decision a. trial, much 
good may be aoooniplished. If, on the contrary, each road, or eacli section, or any 
couHidcmble number of roads in ditfereut sections, uotne delcrmined lo make no 
sacriiice, there ia no sense in proceediuj; further with tMs attempt. 

On one hand, we have tliose whose experience is, that there is a olaas of people 
who will not go abroad for pleasure ut full ralea, whether able or not; reasoning 
tbat whatever they pay for such a purpose, is a olear gain to the railways, and ihey 
will not, therefore, go away for a longer journey than can be cooTeDieutly accom- 
pliahed with their own teams, witiiout (he railway companies will help them out by 
standing a share of the expense of a trip through remitting some portion of tlie 
rata for ordinary travel. 

Again, others there are whose experience is, that while there are some of the 
class above described everywhere, the majority of pleasure or health seekers ore 
going at any rate, and whatever is made off the first-named class is more than lost 
on the reduction suffered in favor of the go-at-any-piice clsas. Here is a wide 
discrepancy in views. It is probably a matter of specalative opinion, to a consid- 
erable extent, aa the varying conditions of affairs in any and every oonimunity 
forbid any mathematical precision in determining whether any given rate would be 
productive of more revenue than any other rate. Many will figure it right out, that 
a given number of passengers at four cents per mile, will yield thirty-three por cent, 
more revenue than the same number of passengers at three cents per mile, of 
course ; but there's the rub — whether you will get the same number at four as at 
three, or within a sufficient approximation to warrant maintaining the higher rate. 
Your Committee don't nnderlake lo settle these questions. It is a grave question 
among the greatest and beat experienced men in the railway interest, whether, as 
an axiom, it is beat to work their lines with reference to maintaining the standard 
of tonnage, or number of passengers, or the derivation of an equal or greater 
amount of revenue from less carriage. The latter would seem, at first sight, to be 
the sound theory, but it is claimed, with great force, that the true way to work up 
to a large revenue is to create a necessity for the amount of transportation required 
(0 produce It, by educating the public up to that standard, by placing Iniurios 
within reach till tliey become neoossitiea. 

And here comes a problem which staggers all theories — so many roads are of 
necessity forced to live by the ''hand-to-mouth " system, that the matter of "baild- 
ing up the property " as an investment or inheritance, is practically ignored.

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The following is the address alluded to in the proceedings as 
having been read to the General Ticket and Passenger Agents' 
Association by Geo. H. Heaiford, General Passenger and Ticket 
Agent, Missouri Pacific Railroad : 

Mr, President^ Ladies and Gentlemen : 

I feel a good deal like the boy who, when called upon to write a composition, 
started out bravely on the subject of "The Horse," but after saying "The horse is 
a noble animal," found himself at his wits' end to know what else to say, and 
finally gave it up in despair. 

When I was selected by a '• large majority*' to deliver the address at the next 
meeting of the General Ticket and Passenger Agents' Association, I thought I 
might be able to do partial justice to the topic of " Railway Advertising," but the 
more I thought of it the less I seemed to know about it, and I feared I should 
have to give up the subject and take up something more easy — such simple topics 
as "Commissions on Ticket Sales," " How to Cut Rates,'* or "The Best Plan for 
Increasing Expense Accounts of the Travelling Agents," etc., etc., but I finally 
concluded to hold on to the first thought, and "do or die." If I fail in this, my 
first undertaking, it won't be because I have not tried hard enough. 

Railway Advertising may be divided into three classes — good, bad and indif- 
ferent. The good consists in knowing what to do, how to do, when to do. The bad 
consists in an utter lack of all those qualities, and the indifferent is naturally a 
combination of both good and bad. This may not be logic exactly, but it looks and 
sounds well. 

When Jason started out several years ago, in his schooner-rigged "fore-and- 
after," to hunt the Golden Fleece, ancient mythology does not state that he adver- 
tised the time of his departure from Jacksonville, nor that the "band would 
continue to play" on the Fall River Line Boats, hence I conclude that "half-sheet 
card*' and "bulletin board" advertising is of a somewhat recent date. 

I should have stated before this that the careful reader of Chambers* Ency- 
clopaedia will have probably noticed that its explanation of the word "Advertise 
ment'* is about as follows: 

"Advertisements by public carriers, railway companies, and the like, are 
equivalent to oflfers whereby the advertiser will be bound to those who send goods 
(or are the passengers) on the faith and in accordance with the terms of the 
advertisement."

In moBt of the railwaj advertiBemeutB I have ever seen, I bave noticed thxt 
the Companiea generallj o^er to oarry the passenjiera aocording In Ihe teniis 
in, and thej liave Bctiially heen known BimetJiiieB tu fulfill their 
ftgreements. I remember once, in the Pnion Deput at itliinta, that I foil to study- 
ing the glowing '•haJf-sheBU" unil "dodgers'' I'f ihe various lines poatad on the 
wnlla, and I found llidt one read; ■■Tiiia is the Bhortest line ta New York oity"; 
tlie next one stated tbSit ''Ly takiag ILis route pusacngers will bstc eigbl hours ill 
time to New York and all Elsslern eities " ; uliile it third one proclaimed that 
" this is the shortest, ijiiiukeat, beat and most direol line to New York and the 
Bast," and I auppoee if Captain May ('' Ihe sabgcriber'') liad heen there, he would 
have tacked one up oonibining all theae apecialtiea, incluiling the faot that " hit 
toad" waa " inlaid with dorniuka and ran all the way in Ihe aliade." The moral 
of all this would seem to be that if Rallrond Companiea udtertiBe at all, it should 
bo done iti such a way that the public mind should not he misled — in Other words, 
the " truth ahould be ataled at al! times and in all piucea."

Jersey — a more universal knowledge of geography tban any other class of 
instructors. 

If this world could be ma<le over according to some of our ideas, I have not 
the faintest doubt but (hat the railroads we represent would all he Ihe straightest 
and shortest lines between every prominent cily in the country, in which case 
kll " through rates could be made up un the sum of the locals," and no limileil 
tiekets would then be needed, for tlie genua scalper would, like Othello, find hia 
"occupation gone " ; "justice would then triumph and virtue reign supreme." 
{If any of my quotations be not found strictly oorreot, I refer to Mr. Charlton 
as my authority for the version.) 

Aa an instance of the good which results ijom the trulhfiilness depicted in tlie 
ordinary railroad map which we frequently tind posted on the ont-houses, dead- 
walla and fences of our large cities. I may be permitted (o relate the following : 
When the Erie and Chicago Line was first started, it ran from Chicago ci'n Cleveland 
and Salamanca to New Vork City, and its enferprising manners got out large 
posters depicting the route of the lino in the broadest band of the blackest ink, 
and placing the names of such towns as Chicago, Cleveland, Salamanca and New 
York City in letters ao largo that he who ran might read, hut at intervals of about 
six inchea and upon nearly the same parallel of latitude. One bri^cht day four 
gentlemen of the Celtic persuasion, attracted by Ihe appearance of the map 
Btretohed outside of the Chicago office, called upon the gentlemanly agent of the 
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aforesaid line and desired to know the price oif second-class tickets to New York, 
and were informed that the fare was $20, or thereabouts (I don't remember the 
exact figures), which seemed to stagger them somewhat, and after some little con- 
sultation among themselves they went outside and recommenced the study of that 
wonderful map. By means of a foot measure and the use of their knowledge of 
that mathematical term known as an " unknown quantity," they discoyered that 
Chicago and Cleyeland were only about four miles apart, and that the other stations 
named were about similarly placed as to distance, and the final conclusion of the 
party was summed up by the leader thereof with the brief and decisive remark : 
** Bejabers, it's not far ; let's walk ! " and they may be walking yet for all that 
I know. 

Tiuth is said to be stranger than fiction, but whether the story be true or not 
I cannot state of my own free will and accord. 

The precise chronicler of these facts about advertising should not fail to pay 
his respects to the bulletin board, the acme of Railroad advertising enterprise at a 
period of about ten or fifteen years ago, but now nearly obsolete, and looked upon, 
like Cleopatra's Needle, as a relic of by-gone days, or as Mark Twain or the obitu- 
ary poet of the Philadelphia Ledger might say : 

Gone, gone, gone with care, 

Gone with thankless wear and tear ; 

Gone from the presence of the passenjare. 

No Cards, 

What beautiful relics of the semi-barbaric age they were, with their gold 
tinseled and polished black walnut frames, and their magnificently painted glass 
signs with the Star of Empire wending its westward way wherever it could be put 
in, or with the Eagle of Liberty holding numberless arrows in its talons sprawling 
all over the top of the board. 

More hearts have been broken, more coats have been bursted, more trousers 
have been ruptured, and more imprecations have been uttered by traveling passen- 
ger men, in selecting the best places, and hanging those wonderful works of art 
in reading-rooms and bar-rooms of hotels, than ever mortal passed through in any 
other line of business. Even that difiicult task of putting up a stove was nothing 
compared to it. 

Common sense began to be exhibited when the era of small frames, just large 
enough to take in a half-sheet card, came into existence; but those have virtually 
had their day, and the half-sheet card itself, with its staring head-lines and its 
immense amount of printed matter — seldom, if ever, read by any one but the 
progenitor thereof — will soon pass away, and new ideas will have to be developed 
and brought forth. 

For the benefit of the printer (whose affection I still hope to retain), I desire 
to say, that, for a while at least, I think a small number of half-sheets should be 
printed and distributed about twice each year, but such advertisements should be 
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briefly worded, and simply intended to keep the name of the road before the public, 
and to gratify the eyes of our Directors or Managers, who authorize the payment 
of bills for the outlay. 

As to the actual benefit to accrue to a road by such advertising, I think nearly 
all of you will agree with me, that it amounts to nothing. It is a well-known and 
well-proven principle, that ^^ good advertising pays," and railroad companies cao 
be materially benefited or irretrievably injured according to the kind of advertising 
they indulge in. 

To my mind there are but two ways of properly advertising a railroad, and 
they are : 

Firnt, by judicious advertising through the columns of widely circulated news- 
papers of undoubted character and intelligence. I do not mean that it is necessary 
to insert a long display-card in the ordinary advertising columns of the paper, to 
be continued the whole year round without a change in the wording thereof boil 
mean that short notices, from five to ten lines each, should be inserted In what is 
termed the local or reading columns of such papers, to be changed frequently or 
by having them published, for one or two consecutive issues, at such seasons of the 
year as the business may require. 

Such notices should not be paid for in passes, mileage or free tickets of any 
description whatever, but paid for in cash, at the regular advertising rates or it 
such a reduction in the card rates as may be granted to other persons who adver 
tise in a similar manner. By doing this, we can feel more at liberty to refuse to 
grant the "courtesies of the road" to editors and publishers, and two years' 
experience of this policy, on the line of road I represent, has proved it a success. 
If we then choose to grant a complimentary, free or half-fare ticket to an editor for 
the purpose of a special trip over the line for his own recreation, or for the purpose 
of " writing up the road," we can do it without incurring the ill-will of other less 
favored "Knights of the Quill and Scissors." 

Second, and last, but not least, good traveliiig passenger agents who solicit 
business and distribute thoroughly, yet judiciously, such advertising matter as 
map-folders and time-tables, small dodgers or streamers, or such other like special 
ties, gotten up in a neat, readable, and attractive style, are, to my mind the best 
means for advertising a railroad can have ; and while I consider it the dutvof esek 
and every one of us to curtail the expenses of the passenger department whereTer 
possible, I think we should endeavor to make our managers comprehend the efforts 
of these men in order to secure business, and try to have them pecuniariiv 
rewarded according to their ability and faithfulness. 

While I might be glad to continue this subject indefinitely, my natural mod- 
esty forbids me to further encroach upon your time ; and as 1 find that there tre 
about two hundred talented members of this Association who will have a chance 
and are anxious to address you before my turn comes around asain I will 
'•eliminate" any fuTi\ieT TC«i».TV% ot\ WAs VQ^\a,%.\A it I have left Cut anything 
that I should have said, 1 sim ^^t^^cW-j VA^\ii%\.Q>Qfe iQ.\5j^M^w ivs^ w. 
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Sec. 6. Reports of Committees, and resolutions offered^for consideration, shall 
always be in writing ; and on request of Chairman, or any member, the maker of 
any motion shall reduce the same to writing before it shall be entertained. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of Conventions shall be conducted according to 
Roberts' Rules of Order, so far as applicable. 

Sec. 7. First Passenger rates shall be fixed in open Convention, upon report 
of the Committee of the Whole. 

Second. The right to make through rates between common points shall be 
accorded to the company or companies having the shortest line between said 
points : Provided, That the computation of distance shall be made by the usual 
route over which through tickets are regularly sold and trains run in connection ;

Such honorary members shall be entitled to seats 
in the Conventions of the Association, and may, upon invitation and unanimous 
consent, participate in debate. 

Sec. 9. None but the regular representatives, ex-officio and honorary members 
of the Association, shall be present at any Convention of same, or at the meeting 
of any committee thereof : Provided, That, by general consent, the President may 
invite visitors to seats at any meeting of the Association. 

Sec. 10. No proposition, invitation or resolution that does not pertain to the 
legitimate business of the Association, shall be entertained, except by unanimous 
vote. 

Sec. 11. Whenever changes are made in the heads of the representative, 
ticket, or accounting departments of any road, it shall be the duty of the repre- 
sentative of such road to give immediate notice to the editor of the official Railway 
Guide, for publication. 

Sec. 12. Any member appointed on a Committee shall serve, unless excused 
by the Convention. 

Sec. 18. The incidental expenses of the Association shall be collected on 
the following basis : The printing of the schedule of rates shall be collected pro 
rata per copy, each member being obligated to take at least two ; but can take 
as many additional copies as he pleases. All other expenses, such as the salary 
of the Secretary, printing of circulars, cost of list of officers in Official Guide, 
etc., shall be collected pro rata per member. The charges will follow the pack- 
ages, by express.

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Sec. 14. When the ConTention goes into Committee of the Whole on passen- 
ger rates, a Chairman shall be elected, whose duty it shall be to maintain the 
strictest order possible during the sitting of the Committee ; to call for rates, 
and distinctly announce them, when made, to the Secretary, who shall carefiillT 
record the same ; to send, by committee of one, for absent members who, upon 
notice, shall forthwith appear before the Committee ; and to perform such other 
duties as usually devolye upon chairmen of similar bodies. There shall be two 
sessions of the Committee per day, namely, from 9 A.M. until 1 P.M., and from 
3 P.M. until 6 P.M., until the sheet of rates is perfected and ready to be reported:
